The Chinese Bill. 
C hicago, May 12th.—A Washington spe­ 
cial says : A member of the diplomatic corps 
whose sources of information are of the best, 
said the opinion was entertained at the Chi­ 
nese Legation that the Chinese bill in a meas­ 
ure will be inoperative, and utterly fail to 
accomplish what its originators and support­ 
ers desire, viz., to prevent the emigration of 
any new Cbineae subjects to the country dur­ 
ing the time fixed for suspension in the treaty. 
It is not definitely known yet whether the 
Chinese Government will not regard the law 
as being in effect a violation of the treaty 
stipulations, and either decline to be bonnd 
b> its terms, or recognize it and take steps to 
abrogate the treaty. In carrying into effect 
the new treaty, it will be necessary to 
furnish the Chinese now living in the United 
States, and who may desire to return to 
China, with papers entitling them again to 
return to the United Scat.es if they choose. 
These papers will be similar to the freedom 
papers carried by the free negroes before 
slavery was abolished, to enable them to 
show that they were entitled to travel about 
without molestation. Each Chinaman who 
haves the United States for China will be 
entitled to receive such freedom papers from 
this Government, to show that he is entitled 
to return again. It will be aD easy matter 
for the Chinese Six Companies to get posses­ 
sion of these papers when the holders 
set foot in China, 
and send back 
at once other Chinamen to take their 
place. The duty of identifying the China­ 
men who seek to return to our shores under 
these freedom papers will devolve upon the 
officials at San Francisco and other points 
where they may land, and as the description of 
one Chinaman is a description of ninety out 
of every hundred, it is not believed at 
the Ct.iuese Legation that the United States 
officials can detect any false impersonation 
that may be attempted. The Chinese Govern­ 
ment wus anxions to aid in executing any 
fair law upon the subject of immigration by 
having their Consuls act in conjunction with 
our officials ; but the law just passed con­ 
tains no provision for joint action. Conse­ 
quently there is no aid in detecting any 
Chinaman who may seek onr shores under 
freedom papers. 
California Bacers. 
N ew Y ork. May 12th.—Friday’s Spirit of 
the Tiviex considers that the spring meeting 
of the Pacific Coast Blood Horse Association 
at San Francisco has been one of the most 
raemoratle events in the racing history of 
California. It says: The filly Duchees of 
Norfolk must be of extreme merit. She has 
added to Norfolk’s cap the gayest feather the 
Jersey Derby winner ever wore. By many 
Norf->lk is still regarded as the best of Lex­ 
ington’s sons, and it may be that spending 
the best years of his life in California, and 
denied the chances accorded to his great con­ 
temporaries, the turf has lost one of its 
greatest fathers—one who would have rivaled 
the undyiog glory he won upon the course. 
Californians seem to have turned the trump 
in the two-year-old Gano, bay colt, by Grin- 
stead. from Santa Anita, by Virgil (quoting 
his pedigree). We have tabulated his pedi­ 
gree fur the reason that the colt is expected 
to appear this season at Chicago, Long 
Branch and Sheepshead Bay, and his encoun­ 
ters with the crack colts of the EaBt will 
cause him to attract the attention of the en­ 
tire racing wcrld. 
Seeking a Yew Country. 
W ichita (Kr.). May 12th.—'The editor of 
the Caldwell Commercial states that Fayne 
and his company had on Wednesday crossed 
the line of their way to Oklahoma. He had 
with him seven wagons and fifty men from 
Wichita, and three wagons and fifveea men 
from Wellington, and intended to make a 
junction with the Parsons contingent of four­ 
teen wagons and tift?-tiv* men. The promi­ 
nent members of the Oklahoma Company say 
that Payne is making this attempt upon his 
own responsibility. While the company is 
throwing no obstacles in his way, they are 
neither assisting him by counsel nor by the 
sinews of war. They have deemed it so 
doubtful of even being able to maintain a 
foothold on the lands that they would not 
advise the venture. They deny there is a 
printing press ana other supplies that indi­ 
cate a permanent settlement, and say even 
the men with Payne look upon the trip as 
experimental. As soldiers cannot act as a 
posse, and as complaint has to be filed at 
Washington before they can be arrested, they 
have time to get on the l*nds before they can 
be interfered with. Then they will claim to 
be on Government laud, and, if forced off, 
hope to raise the question of title. 
The Treasurer of a Saving* Bank Shoot» 
Hlntst-lf and Cau»e* a Bun on the In­ 
stitution. 
N ew Y ork, May 12th.—Edmund W. 
KiDgaland, Treasurer of the Provident In­ 
stitution far Savings at Jersey City, shot 
himself this morning by accident or design in 
the Trustees* room of the bank. The officials 
believe the funds of the institution are in­ 
tact, and made a public statement to that 
effect; but a run has begun on the bank, 
which is surrounded by auxious depositors. 
King^land is Trustee fjra large number of 
estates iu Jersey City and vicinity. His 
wound is not considered mortal. There are 
over 13,000 accourts, and the am ount due 
depositors is more than $5.000,G00. The as­ 
sets are valued at $5,791,883.

N ew Y ork, May 12 th.—Kir gland’s con­ 
dition is critical. The run ou the bank con- 
tinuP8 to assume the features of a panic. 
The President and clerk examined the securi­ 
ties for Call loans deposited at the Mercantile 
Trust, and report them all correct, 
Tlie C ase of Guilean. 
W ashington, M ay 12 h.—Davidge to-day 
resumed his argument in the Guiteau case. 
It would be monstrous to asiert, he said, that 
the head of the nation could be murdered 
here at the very seat of the Government, and 
because he happened to die elsewhere the 
sovereignty of this great nation should be 
powerless. It in now the duty of this Court 
to declare, in plain and unmis:akable tern 8. 
the meaning of the statutes of the United 
States and vindicate the sovereignty of this 
nation reposed in their keeping. 
The Court adjourned after Davidge had 
finished and Reed had made a thorl clos­ 
ing sp.ech. The Texas Cyclone. 
N ew Y ork, May 12th.—A Dallas (Tex) 
special says: News from the McAllister 
cyclone has increased the number of fatali­ 
ties t* 21, and the injured to 40. One-half of 
the killed and wounded are children. An 
eye-witness of the storai says: “ Two hor­ 
ribly black donds, one from the southeast 
and the other from the southwest, met and 
seemed to rend aud tear each other like wild 
blasts. Continuous flashes of lightning made 
the scene brighter than day. For over an 
hour above the wild roar of the wind could 
occasionally be heard the shrieks of dying 
men, women and children. When the storm 
subsided no aid was at hand, and none could 
be got until the next morning.” 
UlHa-lrou.H Cyclone lu Louisiana. 
Shrevfpokt (La.), May 12th.—A disas­ 
trous cyclone swept over this part of the coun­ 
try this morning, and the houses, forests and 
plantations in its track were destroyed. 
Everything on the plantation owned by Mrs. 
M. C. Leroy wa-< swept away, and one old 
man and tw > children were killed and many 
others dangerously wounded. Near Acadia 
many houses were destroyed, and a large 
number of cattle killed. A new building m 
course of erection was blown down, and a 
number of workmen were buried iu the ruins, 
bu; none were killed, 
FIíhmJn In Indiana. 
N ew A lbany, Mry 12 h.—The heavy and 
continuous rains of the pist few day-* have 
wrought great destruction along the valleys of 
White and Mescattan rivers. The entire 
country iu the valleys of these rivers in inun­ 
dated, and farmers in Jackson, Lawrer.ce and 
Martin counties are heavy losers. Fifteen 
miles of track of the Bedford Narrow gauge 
Kailfray is washed out, fencing has boen 


carried away, and in some places entire crops 
have been destroyed. 
Town Demolished by a Tornado. 
C hicago, May 12th.—An Atchison (Ks.) 
special says : News is received of a cyclone 
at Cherokee City, by which two persons were 
killed and thirteen others wounded. Chero­ 
kee is a small wateriDg-place on the Terri­ 
torial line south of Marysville, and was en­ 
tirely demolished. 
H urricane In Virginia. 
P etersburg, May 12th.—A cyclone Wed­ 
nesday completely razed to the groncd resi­ 
dences, barns and fences, and uprooted trees, 
caused the washing away of bridges and beat 
down growing crops. 
Heavy Gale on I be North Atlantic Coast. 
N ew Y ork, May 12th.—A heavy gale pre­ 
vailed along the North Atlantic coast to-day. 
The bluff at Long Branch was badly dam­ 
aged. The Sound is storm-swept, and all the 
harbors are filled with vessels seeking refuge. 
Some small crafts are reported ashore, but no 
lives were lost. Some canal boats were 
swamped at Chester, Pa., and one man 
drowoed. 
Rain» In the West. 
C hicago, May 12th.—The ball games and 
races in the West were generally prevented 
by rains to-day. 
Snow-storm In Nay. 
W ashington (la.), May 12th.—Early this 
morning four to six inches of snow fell, 
greatly damaging fruit. Owing to the late 
heavy rains, corn-planting has been much 
retarded, and there is a prospect of a short 
crop. 
United States Senate. 
W ashington, May 12th.— Consideration 
of the intermediate Appellate Court bill was 
resumed, the question being upon its passage. 
Discussion was had upon the amendments, 
the details of which were rejected except in 
two instances, when they were accepted by 
friends of the measure without a vote. 
The bill passed finally by ayes 32, noes 8, 
receiving the support of all the Republicans, 
and Bayard, Cockerell, Jackson, Harris, 
Pugh and Walker, Democrats. 
The conference report on the fortification 
appropriation bill was agreed to. 
The conference report on the agricultural 
appropriation bill was also adopted. 
The five per cent, land bill was made un­ 
finished busiuess. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
House of Representatives. 
W ashington, May 12th.—The bill passed 
providing for the removal of the remains of 
the late General Kilpatrick from Chile to the 
United States. 
The conference report on the fortification 
appropriation bill was agreed to, and the 
House resumed consideration of the Geneva 
award bill. 
The substitute of the minority was rejected 
—46 to 109—and the bill passed by 132 to G6. 
The conference report on the agricultural 
appropriation bill was agreed to. 
The eall of committees having been con­ 
cluded, Crapo called up the special order, but 
Randall, calling attention to the fact that 
private business had been neglected for three 
Fridays, raised a question of consideration in 
favor of the private calendar. 
The Democratic side showed a disposition 
to filibuster, and the ayes and noes were 
ordered. The successive votes showed no 
quorum, the Democrats generally refusing to 
vote, and finally the entire report on forestry 
was referred. 
Adj urned. 
Two Measures of Im portance. 
W ashington, May 12th.—Two measures 
of importance to many Pacific coast interests 
were passed in Congress to-day, namely, the 
Court of Appeals bill, by the Senate, and the 
Geneva award bill, by the House. In the 
judgment of its supporters, the enactment of 
the former measure will especially benefit the 
Pacific coast, by enabling litigants to obtain 
decisions promptly, and from Judges familiar 
with local questions, instead of being com­ 
pelled to send or travel 3,000 miles and wait 
several years for a decision to be rendered 
in Washington. The bill passed by the 
House for a distribution of the remainder of 
the Geneva award is a triumph for individual 
claimants, very many of whom are citizens 
of California, as against the insurance com­ 
panies, who endeavored to get possession of 
it., but who have thus been decisively de­ 
feated. The bill received the votes of all the 
California Representatives. The Court of 
Appeals bill was not acceptable to Senators 
Farley, Grover and Slater, and they united 
with most of their party friends in the Sen­ 
ate in voting against it. The measure was 
severely criticised for various reasons relative 
to its provisions, but there seems to be no 
doubt that one of the powerful objections of 
the opposition to its passage was an in­ 
disposition on the part of the Democrats to 
give a Republican President the opportunity 
to appoint the eighteen new Circuit Judges. 
The River and H arbor Appropriation 
BUI. 
W ashington, May 12th.—The river and 
harbor appropriation bill has been completed 
by the House Committee on Commerce, and 
will probably be repoited to the House to- 
morrow.^ The appropriations proposed for 
California are as follows : For improving 
Humboldt harbor and l ay, $40 000; improv­ 
ing the harbor at Oakland, $200,000; Wil­ 
mington harbor, $75 000; Petaluma creek, 
$8,000 ; improvement of tho Sacramento and 
Feather rivers, $'250 000; improving the San 
Joaquin river, $40,000. 
Indians to be Dhav-nird- The Case of Ser­ 
geant Nason—Tariff €'ominl»»loa. 
W ashington, May 12ch.—It is reported 
that the Secretary of the Interior has decided 
to disarm all I adiaos in all the Western 
States and Territories subject to the effective 
control of the Government. 
The Cabinet to-day considered Sergeant 
Mason’s case without result. The President 
is not quite ready to act. 
At the next meeting it is expected that the 
Tariff Commission will be appointed. 
A Shaking Up of Missouri Editors. 
P arsons (Ks.), May 12th.—An excursion 
train, conUining several hundred Missonri 
editors, their wives and children, to day col­ 
lided with a loose engine and caboose on the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas division of the 
Missouri Pacific. The passengers were badly 
uhftken up Íind scared, but none were killed 
or much hurt. 
Buy Ikalftt to D.-ath by HI* Parents. 
S hreveport (La.), Mav 12tb.—At Maur- 
neas Island, England Griffin and his wife 
tied up their sod , aged 12, and heat him to 
death. They then buried the body in the 
swamp. The father find, but the mother was 
arrested and is now in jvil. 
The Deatb Penalty. 
B loomington (111.), May 12th.—Patsy De­ 
vine, who murdered Aaron Good fellow, was 
hanged to-day at Clinton, III.

buckshot, by bayonet and starvation, and it is 
deemed more becoming that we, the representatives 
of the Irish race in this great metropolis of Amer­ 
ica, should express our sympathy with Gladstone’s

D ublin, May 12th.—The police and people 
are beginning to discredit the theory that 
Irish-Americans were imported to commit 
the murder of Cavendish and Burke. Thia 
leads further to the deduction that Borne Rib­ 
bon Ijodge was implicated, and the great hope 
ia that the reward offered will induce some 
member to become an informer. 1 
The Irish Constabulary. 
L ondon, May 12th.—Colonel Henry Brack- 
enbury, of the Royal Artillery, succeeds 
Colonel Hillier as Inspector-General of the 
Irish Constabulary. 
The Keported Break In the Ranks. 
B oston, May 12th.—A special from Lon* 
don to the Herald says: Parnell. Kelly and 
Davitt hav9 gone to Paris to *ee Egan, Treas­ 
urer of the League. This gives color to the 
statement that a break is in progress between 
the Parnell and Rosaa factions of Irish sym­ 
pathizers. Fears are entertained among the 
League members lest Parnell and Davitt’s 
conciliatory coarse should alienate the sym­ 
pathy and cash of the Irish in America. 
A Patriotic Lady. 
D ublin, May 12th.—A letter has been 
written by Lady Frederick Cavendish to Earl 
Spencer, in which she says : “ I would never 
grudge the sacrifice of my darling’s life if it 
only leads to putting down the frightful 
spirit in Ireland. He himself would never 
have grudged it if his death could do more 
than life.” A Gunpowder Plot. 
L ondon, May 12;h.—A canister was found 
at the Mansion House to-day suspended by a 
brass hook to the railing in front of the 
building. Attached to it was a lighted fuse, 
which was extinguished by a policeman. The 
fuse was made of rag soaked with paraffine, 
and was inserted in a hole in the box. This 
box is Relieved to be full of gunpowder, of 
which it smells strongly. It is twelve inches 
long and six in diameter. The police around 
the Mansion House and other city buildings 
have been doubled, and many reserve police­ 
men called out for extra duty.

L ondon, May 12th.—It is reported that 
the relations between the Egyptian Ministry 
and the English and French Consul-Generals 
are luptured. It is said the Ministers intend 
to ask the Chamber of Notables to petition 
the Porte to remove the Khedive, on the 
ground that he is incapable of governing.

The South American 
treaties are also being pushed rapidly. Tho 
United States trade will thus be the only one 
excluded from the advantage of the new 
tariff in the West Indies and Spain. 
M inister Sargent Arrives at Berlin. 
B erlin, May 12 h.—Sargent, American 
Minister to Germany, has arrived here. 
Exhibition Building Burned. 
B e r lin. May 12:h.—A fire brrke out to­ 
day in the hall of the Hygenie Exhibition 
near Moabit district, Potsdam. The build­ 
ing was of wood, and was soon burned to thft' 
ground. The exhibition was to have been 
opened on Tuesday next, and many costly ex­ 
hibits, already in place, were destroyed. The 
flames spread to and Bwept away several tim­ 
ber yards adjoining. An explosion of gas in 
a cafe on the south side of the building caused 
the fire. The loss is estimated at several hon­ 
ored thousand pounds. Emperor William 
came from Potsdam, and was on the ground 
during the hight of the conflagration.

A lthough the num ber of different kinds 


of soils, all differing more or less in origin, 
location, com position and fertility, m ay be 


■aid to be legioB, y et it has been found 


necessary to classify them according to 


th eir origin and com position, in order that 


th e agriculturist m ay be able to distinguish 


w ith greater or less precision betw een at 


least the different classes of soil. 
This 


definition and e r a d ic a tio n has, however, 


been of the m ost general kind, as it is prac­ 


tica lly as im possible to truly denom inate 


every particular Boil as it is to define w ith 


accuracy the exact differences and the 


causes of the peculiarities of the different 


•oils. 
Soils are divided, according to their 


m ode of form ation, into sedentary and 
transplanted soils. 
These last are again 
divided according to th eir m echanical com ­ 
position, m ainly into drift, alluvial and 
colluvial soils. 
Sedentary soils are those 
w hich have rem ained in their place of for­ 
m ation ; i. e., th ey have not been trans­ 
ported at any previous tim e by w ater or 
any other agency, bu t instead remain as a 
covering over or near the rocks by w hose 
disintegration th ey were formed. 
As one 
w ould suppose, these soils, especially the 
lately-form ed ones, are generally shallow 
and of a correspondingly transient fertility. 
T heir proxim ate com position m ay be ascer­ 
tained by an exam ination of the rocks from 
w hich th ey were formed. 
Such an inspec­ 
tion enables 


THE EXPERIENCED AGRICULTURIST 


T o judge quite correctly of their probable 


productive resources. 
A s compared to the 


transported soils, the sedentary ones may 


bs said to be not abundant. 
T hey are 


therefore neither as generally understood, 


nor, ow ing to th eir common * 'w ea k n ess” 
or shallow ness, as eagerly Bought for by 
th e farmer as the transplanted ones. 
The 
nam e transported soils 
describes 
their 
form ation. 
T hey are made np of materials 
w hich 
have 
been 
transported 
from 
a 
greater or less distance by the action of 
running or frozen water, and deposited as 
a surface layer in their present positions. 
T he soils of all our river valleys and m ost 
o f our fertile plains and prairies have been 
th u s formed. 
D rift soils are those w hich 
are formed by the deposition of the coarser 
m aterial of the river and by the sedim ent 
left by m elting glaciers. 
They, therefore, 
often consist of m any different grades and 
sizes of m ineral m atter and rocks. 
E speci­ 
a lly is this so of those formed by glacial 
depositions. 
Such soils were formed w ith ­ 
o u t any strati tic at ion or separation of parts, 
and consist of particles of soil m atter 
ranging in size from free sand to im m ense 
m asses of cohering m aterial, interspersed 
w ith the proverbially undesirable bow l­ 
ders. 
T he form ation of d rift soils by 
glacial action is at th e present tim e going 
on in those regions where elevated portions 
are in the tem perature of perpetual snow. 
In these drift soils there are som etim es dif­ 
feren t grades of m aterials, as. for instance, 
on the low er edges th ey are made up of 
finer m aterial which was carried out toward 
th e edges of the mass by the m elted water, 
th eir successive depositions form ing soils of 
different grades of fineness in th e im m edi­ 
a te vicinity of the principal soil mass. 


ALLUVIAL SOILS 


A re those w hich have been transported by 


running w aters to a sufficient distance, so 


th at th e m ineral and rocky m atter has 


been rounded by friction and worn down 


to a state of fine com m inution. 
From the 


fact th at th e carrying capacity of running 
w ater depends, other things being equal, 
upon th e size and lightness of the m atter 
in suspension, it w ill be readily seen that 
w e m ust have num erous grades of even 
allu vial soils. 
From this fact, too, arises 
th e stratification or layering of the differ­ 
en t grades of m aterial. 
The heavy and 
coarse m aterial is deposited soon after 
leaving the canyons, and form s beds of 
stone aud gravel. 
T hese are follow ed by 
beds of som ew hat finer m aterials ; below 
w hich, in turn, th e coarser sand and finely 
divided mineral m atter are lodged ; while 
th e finely com m inuted rock, w ith the clay, 
e tc ., advances a ttep further into th e val­ 
ley s and forms the fertile river bottom s ; so 
th at when th e w ater w ashes th e d elta or 
m outh it generally carries only a relatively 
sm all am ount of m atter in suspension. 
T his is composed of rock powder and other 
im palpable m aterial w hich w ill float in the 
w ater as long as it is in m otion, and it is 
on ly deposited in the basins or settlin g 
reservoirs. 
The alluvial form ation has 
been goiDg on ever since the form ation of 
th e earth’s orust, and it is as continually 
and quite perceptibly taking place at the 
present tim e. T his action goes on w herever 
running w ater has access to m ineral and 
rocky m atter w hich is subject to decom po­ 
sition and disintegration. 
B y the term 
alluvium , then, is m eant the finer m ateri­ 
als, and which m ake up the bulk of the 
soil of our m ost fertile valleys, and which 
are 


TH E LATER DEPOSITIONS OP THE WATERS. 


W hen w e rem em ber th at the more finely 


divided are th e rock and mineral m atter 


w hich m ake up the soil, th e more readily 


do the natural liquid solvents act upon the 


n u tritive inorganic m atter contained in 


them ; the more readily do th e root3, ligh t 
and air penetrate the soils ; and the more 
readily are those physical conditions fu l­ 
filled w hich best promote th e chem ical 
form ation of plant food, and hence the 
grow th and developm ent of plants, we 
can at a thought conceive w hy th e river 
soils are more productive than those on 
high table lands. 
B ut we are only speak­ 
ing of the m echanical qualities of th e soil, 
and m ust leave the question of fertility for 
som e other tim e. 
L astly, th e colluvial 
Boils are a m ixture of drift or alluvial m at­ 
ter w ith particles of rocks and m inerals, 
th e edges of w hich have not been rounded 
by friction, and hence could not have been 
transported to any great distance. 
Such 
soils m ay be said to be made up of sed en­ 
tary m atter, m ixed w ith more or less drift 
and alluvial sed im ents. 
In speaking of 
soils, th e farmer denom inates them accord­ 
in g to distinctions based upon their obvi­ 
ous or external characters. 
T hese d istin c­ 
tion s are generally based upon their seem ­ 
in g relative physical com position, and are 
hence not alw ays scientifically correct, but 
are nevertheless of m uch practical benefit, 
and could not be easily dispensed with. 
For instance, the farmer in speaking of 
soils w ould, according to their appearance 
and apparent relatively preponderating in ­ 
gredient, call them gravelly, sandy, clayey, 
loam y, peaty, etc. 
These term s, w hile not 
conveying w ith them an exact know ledge 
o f th e com positions, w ould still convey a 
very d istin ct im pression of th e general 
characters of the respective soils, or at 
least of th eir d istin ctive features. 


THE AGRICULTURAL CHEMIST 


In his investigations finds it necessary 


to 
know 
th e 
proxim ate 
m echanical 
com position of 
the soils, and for that 


reason it has been desirable to m ake m e­ 


chanical analysis of soils. 
U n til qu ite 


recently these analyses have on ly been 
m ade w ith difficulty, and w ith no very 
great degree of accuracy. 
I t has been 
found extrem ely difficult to secure the finer 
grades of m aterial in their proper places. 
T his was due to a flocculation of the finer 
particles of soil m atter, w hich w as caused 
by the secondary currents in the separating 
vessels, 
B ut of late agricultural chem ists, 
and especially Professor H ilgard, of our 
ow n U niversity, have overcom e th is diffi­ 
cu lty , and m echanical analyses are now 


made w ith alm ost as much satisfaction and 
accuracy as chem ical ones. 
W e have not 
the apace to describe the apparatus used 
by Professor H ilgard, but can only say that 
use is m ade of the hydraulic power of 
w ater in separating the different grades of 
m aterial. 
By regulating th e hydraulic 
power of the stream as many grades of ma­ 
terial as is desired can be secured, and each 
of a known hydraulic value ; th at is, each 
grade carried off by a known rate of aeceLt 
of water in the cylinder. 
W hen by m e­ 
chanical anal) sis the different sizes and 
relative quantity of each grade of m aterial 
in the soil is ascertained, w e can, by com ­ 
parison w ith other Boils of a known m e­ 
chanical com position and fertility, arrive at 
a quite accurate opinion of th e agricultural 
value of the soil. 
Soils are, according to 
their com position, divided into gravelly, 
sandy, clayey, loam y, etc. 
But after we 
have by mchauical analysis determ ined the 
class of the soil we know nothing definite 
of the general quality of the soil, w hich 
can not be correctly judged of unnless we 
take into account all of 


THE PHYSICAL CONDITIONS 


Surrounding the location of the soil—drain­ 


age, subsoil, tem perature, m oisture, etc. 


For instance, sim ple gravel is, as a general 


thing, alm ost useless, but there are many 


gravelly soils w hich are extrem ely fertile. 


T hese soils contain sufficient fine material 


to furnish th e nutrim ent required by the 
crops, w hile the gravel and coarser m atter 
keep the soil in a loose condition, facilitate 
drainage and absorb and store th e heat of 
the sun. 
T his gravel, too, if of a m ineral­ 
ógica! nature containing m aterial for plant 
food, is often undergoing slow decom posi­ 
tion, and thereby adding to the nutritive 
resources of th e soil. N ex t to the chem ical 
com position, th e physical character of the 
soil is of m ost im portance to th e farmer. 
By the term physical character we mean 
the m echanical arrangem ent of the particles 
of th e soil, w ith their relation to each 
other and to air and water, and th e effect 
produced upon th em by the sun s heat. 
U nder the physical properties of th e soil 
w e include : 
1. Their w eight. 
2. State 
of division. 
3 H ygroscopic power, i. e., 
absorptive power for vapor of water. 
4. 
C ondensing power. 
5. Posver of appro­ 
priating solid m atter from solutions. 
6. 
C apillary 
power, 
i.

liquids. 
7. Changes in volum e of drying, 
etc. 
8. A dhesiveness. 
9. R elations to 
heat. 
(1) T ne farmer, in speaking of heavy 
and ligh t soils, has reference rather to the 
ease w ith w hich th ey are tilled than to the 
absolute w eight of the earth. 
To him a 
sandy soil is light, and an adhesive, clayey 
soil is stiff or heavy. 
B ut soils generally 
bear exactly th e reverse relation when we 
come to speak of th eir absolute w eights. 
A cubic foot of sandy soil w ill w eigh from 
one quarter to three-fifths more, according 
to the am ount of sand in it, than the same 
am ount of clay soil. 
In general 


SANDY AND ROCKY SOILS 


Are the heaviest ; 
and 
peat and m old 
soils th e ligh test, w ith clayey soils a mean 


betw een the tw o extrem es. 
For practical 


purposes w e consider the soil taken to a 


depth of one foot over an acre in area to 
w eigh from three to four 
m illions of 
pounds. 
W hen th e specific gravity of a 
soil is m entioned th e 
ratio betw een the 
w eights of lik e volum es of th e soil and 
water, is m eant. 
(2) T he degree of fine­ 
ness to w hich the particles of the soil are 
reduced is of 
the 
utm ost im portance. 
T his may be practically dem onstrated by 
crushing a piece of feldspar or granite to 
several grades of fineness, and then sow ing 
seed upon the different grades of material. 
The solid rock w ould support nothing ex ­ 
cept perhaps a few lichens ; th e coarse 
powdered rock w ill grow plants a foot or 
more high ; and if seeds be planted in very 
finely powdered granite or feldspar, cereal 
grains m ay be m ade to m ature seeds in it. 
It is evident, then, th at upon th e fineness 
of th e soil, other things being equal, de­ 
pends the am ount of available p lan t food. 
T his is due to th e fact th at the more finely 
divided th e soil particles are th e more sur­ 
face is exposed, and the more readily are 
the inorganic ingredients of the soil acted 
upon by the natural solvents, and the 
nu tritive m atter is correspondingly easier 
secured by th e plant roots. 
T he ancient 
agriculturists used to hold th at th e plant 
was nourished by im bibing particles of the 
soil, w hich, entering by th e pores of the 
roots, directly fed th e plant. 
T hey th ere­ 
fore advocated 


EXTREME COMMINUTION OF THE SOIL. 


Their m otto was to plow , and keep plow ­ 


ing as often as th e ground could be got 


over. 
Their practices w ere of course fol­ 
low ed by im proved results and their con­ 


clusions w ere none th e less true, even if 


their m ethods of arriving at them were 
false. 
A nother fact in 
favor of finely 
divided soils is, th a t they present m ucn 
more surface to th e roots of plants, and 
when not too com pact, furnish a larger 
am ount of food than a coarser grade of the 
sam e quantity of soil w ould do. 
Special 
properties depending on the firmness of the 
soil w ill be discussed in the proper place. 
(3) Upon the hygroscopic m oisture of a soil 
depend both th e security of plants from 
scorching by the sun’s beat, and m uch of 
the ability of the soil to accum ulate nutri­ 
tive m aterials from the atm ospheric air. 
The hygroscopic coefficient of a soil is de­ 
term ined by exposing it in an atm osphere 
saturated w ith w ater vapor at a given tem ­ 
perature, and noting the per cent, gained 
in w eight by absorption of the w ater vapor. 
A s a general thing, the hygroscopic coeffi­ 
cien t decreases as the coarseness of th e soil 
particles increase. 
Sand has a very sm all 
hygroscopic power ; clay soils have a much 
greater hygroscopic coefficien t; fine carbon­ 
ate of m agnesium a still larger, and hum us 
th e greatest of all. 
I t has been proven be­ 
yond a doubt th at plants do not need a 
large am ount of m oisture in th e soil in or­ 
der th at th ey m ay thrive, providing that 
th e perm anent w ater of the subsoil is 
reached by the w ater-roots of th e plant. 
P lants have been grown to successful m a­ 
tu rity by inclosing th e crown and food- 
roots in a jar of perfectly dried soil, and 
w ith 
only th e w ater-roots reaching the 
m oisture below, w hich w ere im m ersed in a 
vessel of w ater and had access, therefore, 
to a constant Bupply of water. 
W hen 


THE CONDITIONS OF GROWTH 


W ere changed by w atering th e soil, w ith 


th e top root still reaching to th e w ater be­ 


low , no im proved results were obtained. 


This show ed con clusively th at all of the 
w ater necessary could be furnished by the 
w ater roots, and from a considerable depth 
below th e surface. 
From th is w e know 
th at plants w ill grow in a soil w hich is 
d estitu te of perceptible m oisture to a depth 
of som e feet, providing only th at th e roots 
can penetrate easily dow n to th e perm a­ 
nen t w ater of th e subsoil, and th at the soil 
contains enough hygroscopic m oisture to 
prevent the surface roots from being in­ 
jured by th e heat of th e sun. 
Sandy 
soils, 
upon which the crops inevitably 
“ burn up ,” m aybe reclaim ed by adm ixture 
w ith a liberal am ount of vegetable m atter, 
w hich, form ing hum us in th e soil, pro­ 
vides it w ith sufficient hygroscopic power 
to absorb enough m oisture to pi even t the 
heat of th e sun from accum ulating in the 
surface soil. 
The addition of fine marl 
and clay w ill have the sam e effect, but 
a3 th eir hygroscopic coefficients are less 
than for hum us, th e benefits derived w ill 
not be so great relatively. 
W e thus see 
th at it is in th e power of the farmer to 
a certain ex ten t to rem edy the 
barren­ 
ness of his sand-field, providing th at it 
contains 
sufficient 
nu tritive 
m atter to 
furnish plants w ith th e necessary m ate­ 
rials for grow th. 
(4) T he condensation of 
gasea 
by the Boil and other bodies d e­ 
pends upon the attraction of the parti­ 
cles of th e condensing surfaces for the 
ga^es. 
A n adhesive 
power is exerted 
upon th e gases or vapors w hich over­ 
com es th eir exhaustive power and causes 
them to settle on the surface of th e con­ 
denser. 
T his adhesive or 


CONDENSING POWER OF THE SOIL 


Is accom panied by chem ical changes which 


essentially change $he com position of the 


condensed gases. 
W e know th a t putre­ 
fying bodies, when covered w ith earth, 
soon lose all offensive odors. 
T he same 
effect is produced by covering w ith pow ­ 
dered charcoal. 
U nder such physical con­ 
ditions decom position gives rise to the 
same products a 9 would be generated by 
rapid com bustion— water, carbonic acid, 
nitrogen and ammonia. 
In other words, 
the condensed oxygen of the pores of the 
earth and charcoal com bine m uch more 
quickly w ith the putrefying m atter than 
would ordinary atm ospheric oxygen. 
The 
sim ple explanation is th at odorixation takes 
place so qu ick ly as to prevent th e form a­ 
tion of the offensive gases. 
M ost porous 
bodies possess th e oxidizing power, and in 
degree according as their condensing power 
is greater or less. 
There are probably no 
soils w hich do n et contain some extrem ely 
porous ingredients, and 
hence all soils 
m ust be the theater of chem ical changes 
brought aboat by intense oxidation. 
The 
provident dog, in unearthing his buried 
m eat, m ost probably appreciates its “ sw eet­ 
n ess.” 
G arm eata w hich have been ren­ 
dered unbearable by too close proxim ity 
of the skunk, are likew ise sw eetened by 
being buried in the earth for a few days. 
The earth-closet system could not be toler­ 
ated did not the earth neutraliza the disa­ 
greeable odors of the excrem ents. 
W hen 
we can trace so m any com m on phenom ena 
to the condensing powers of th e earth, we 
are assured th at m any changes of like 
nature are taking place in the porous re­ 
cesses of the soil, and w hich 
m ust very 
m aterially affect its nutritive and fertile 
powers.

The culmination was on the sixth day of 
September, 1881—that atrange yellow day 
th at attracted so much attention in the 
K utern and Middle States—and the place 
of the trial was Albany. 
Jacob's farm house was near the Cove, 
about seven miles below Albany. 
From 
his door he coaid look dowD npon the lind- 
son. 
The Cove, by the old landing, with 
ita decayed homes, was also visible. 
The 
cars racing along the further shore of the 
river were a lively feature. 
A dozen miles 
lower down the valley, the river hides be­ 
hind the Catskills. 
In this house thus picturesquely situ­ 
ated, Jacob and his anctsters had lived for 
ninety years. 
The family name was an in­ 
heritance. 
Jacob was ferty-two years old, tall, 
blonde, with a mobile face, and a dash of 
red in his cheeks. 
On the 17 th day of September, of the 
year previous to that of the yellow day, 
Jacob was awakened in the night. 
He 
heard his pigs squealing and “ bucking,” 
as he termed it, against his house. 
He 
went out, half dressed, and found the pig 
pen a heap of embers, 
Mary, his wife, and 
William, his boy, came out. 
They found 
all the pigs, but they were scorched and 
knocked about, and one died in a few min­ 
utes of his burns. 
The family went to bed 
again, but did not sleep much. 
In the morning Jacob got out his insur­ 
ance policy, and he and Mary and Willie 
looked it over. 
They did not see anything 
about a pig pen in it, and so he put it away 
again. 
A week later Jacob's small barn, four 
rods south of his house, burned. 
It was 
in the daytime, in the afternoon. 
Jacob 
came back from Albany at 5 o’clock and 
saw only the vacancy. 
Willie said that at 
3 o’clock it was on tire. 
Some of the neigh­ 
bors had come, but nothing could be done. 
It was of pine boards, thirty years old, and 
empty. 
The insurance policy “ had all about the 
barns ” in it. 
Jacob therefore went to 
“ Silas’ ” at the Cove, and made applica­ 
tion for an award. 
They bad a local insur­ 
ance company in town. 
They had seen 
“ enough ” of large companies ; the mutual 
affair at home was better. 
Jacob's policy 
was in the home company. 
As soon as Jacob told his story, Silas 
said it waa all right. 
The committee came next day. 
They 
awarded Jacob $100. 
It was satisfactory. 
Five days later Jacob's large barn, fur­ 
ther away from the house and on the other 
side, north (toward Albany), where all his 
bay and wagons and implements and crops 
were, suddenly took tire and burned up. 
It was “ astonishing!” 
W hat could 
have caused it? I t was a heavy lots this 
time. 
Jacob bad hard work to get his 
horses out and save them ; all else was 
consumed. 
It was a very mysterious tire ; 
all three of the fires had been mysterious. 
The last tire occurred in the edge of the 
evening, jnst as it was growing dark. 
Jacob was at home in his house, and did 
not kuow of the conflagration until a 
woman came from the next honse scream­ 
ing. 
“ I didn't know you bad an enemy, 
Jacob," saiduld William Kamfer, just after 
phe fire. 
“ I didn't either,” said Jacob gloomily. 
There waa comfort in the fact that the 
property had been insured. 
The day after 
the burning, Jacob went to the Cove and 
made his application. 
“ Something seems to be after yon, 
Jacob,” said Silas, eying him keenly. 
“ Yes,” said Jacob sadly. 
Silas wrote the required papers, and said 
the committee would come up soon. 
The 
next morning, at 9 o'clock, the oommittee 
were on hand and examining the place 
where the barn had stood. 
They were “ at 
it 
more than two honrs. 
There was a 
great deal of measuring and making in- 
qairies ; they said it was a heavy lots. 
Be­ 
sides the long examination of the place 
where the large barn had been, they had 
the curiosity to go and look once more 
where the small barn had been, and took 
some measurements there, and they poked 
in the asbeB of the hog-pen, and walked 
the premises. 
One of them carried a book, 
and jotted down the measurements and 
other items. 
The oommittee delayed making any 
award. 
They said it waa an important 
m atter, and they would take time. 
After three days Jacob went down to 
the Cove and inquired of Silas. 
The an­ 
swer was that the board would meet be­ 
fore the end of the week, and that some­ 
thing would be done abent it. 
Some of 
Jacob’s own immediate friends and neigh­ 
bors belonged to the board. 
He spoke to 
them about i t ; they seemed reticent. 
There was delay, and another visit of 
the committee, with more measuring, and 
a first and then a second meeting of the 
board. 
After abont fifteen days, however, 
Silas walked np to the Govs, a distance of 
two miles, and left a letter with Mary for 
Jaoob. 
When Jacob came in to dinner he got 
the letter. 
It had the insurance company 
heading, and said : 
Mr. Jacob Wilson—S ir : In the case of the bam on 
your premises, which was burned on the 29th of 
September, 1S80, it is decided, fn view of el! the cir­ 
cumstances, th at no award wifi he made. 
ThiB was signed by Silas as secretary of 
the company. 
A week later Jaoob waa in a lawyer’s 
office in Albany, in private consultation. 
“ I don’t want no la wing,” said Jacob, 
“ and my wife says so, too ; although we 
can not Btand it, to lose eighteen hundred 
dollars.” 
“ Are yon going to let them say you 
burned the building ?” said the lawyer. 
“ They dar’nt say it,” replied Jacob, 
fiercely. 
“ That is the meaning of it,” said the 
lawyer. 
Jacob was silent. 
The old family name, 
distinguished for honesty, was at stake, as 
well asthe property. 
The papers were served in November, 
and in January the cause was on the calen­ 
dar at the Albany circuit of the Supreme 
Court of the State. 
The calendar is al­ 
ways crowded, and there is delay in com­ 
ing to trial. 
The cause was not reached 
until September 5, 1881, at an adjourned 
circuit, the day before the famous yellow 
day, already alluded to. 
The City Hall, in which the Courts 
were held, having been destroyed by tire a 
short time before, the circuit was held in 
the Assembly Chamber of the old Capitol. 
I t seemed to Jacob an imposing scene, as 
he entered the famous room where so 
many laws were made, and in which the 
law was to be administered in his case. 
He had to wait, hanging ronnd the Court 
for three days before his case was reached 
The time waa not lost to him. 
He heard 
several trials, which were as interesting as 
story books. 
At 5 o’clock on the evening of the 5th of 
September, number ninety on the calendar, 
which was Jacob’s case, was reached. 
Jacob’s lawyer and the opposing counsel 
announced themselves ready. 
Jacob waa 
invited forward to a sent by the side of his 
lawyer, and the drawing of a jury began 
immediately. 
A few were rejected, bnt 
before 6 o'clock—the hour for adjournment 
—twelve men who were satisfactory to 
both sides had been secured, and Jacob’s 
lawyer had opened the case, and the trial 
was fairly begun. 
The Court accompanied its announce­ 


ment of the reces* nntil morning with a 
warning to the jury not to allow any one to 
talk with them abont the case. 
Jaoob did not sleep that night. 
He was 
at the American Hotel, a quarter of a mile 
down State street, in front of the Capitol. 
He and his wife were on the third floor, at 
the end of the hall, in room No. 241. 
As 
Jacob was going to his room, a large man, 
with dark, piercing eyes, standing in the 
door of room No. 239, said : “ Yonr case 
is on, hey ?’’ 
_ 
" Yes,” said Jacob, as he was psssing. 
“ You’d better look sharp,” said the large 
mao. 
“ Why ?" inquired Jacob, wonderingly, 
as he paused. 
“ Rough business burning down baild* 
ings,” said the large man, harshly ; aed he 
closed the door of his room with a bang. 
Jacob passed on to his own apartment. 
There he talked over the events of the day 
with his wife. 
When he tried to sleep that 
night, the Assembly Chamber and the face 
of the large man in room No. 239 haunted 
him. 
In the morning, after breakfast, down 
in the front hall, Jacob met the large man 
again. 
“ Try a tw ist at it to day, s’pese,” said 
the large man, sharply, to Jacob. 
“ Yes, the trial," answered Jacob, nerv- 
onsly. 
“ Somebody has been committing an aw­ 
ful crime," observed the large man. “ Have 
you seen the sky ?” 
“ Y es, it is strange,” said Jacob, not per­ 
ceiving the connection. 
“ They say it is the end of the world — 
Sodom and Gomorrah, ” said the large man ; 
and he turned and walked away. 
At 10 o’clock the Court convened. 
As 
Jacob approached the Capitol step, he saw 
a chubby person on the brick pavement at 
the foot of the steps explaining to a group 
of people his views of the weather. 
“ I 
do not think myself,” said the chubby per­ 
son, glancing at the yellow canopy, “ that 
it is anything supernatural, but I have seen 
fifty people this morning who think it is 
the end of the world.” 
Jacob found it oppressive in the Court. 
The Judge said it was a gloomy room and 
a gloomy -lay, and directed the officers to 
light the gas. 
The artificial light did not 
relieve the atmospheric pallor very much, 
although it enabled the Judge and the law­ 
yers to read their papers. 
Jacob, and Mary his wife, and Willie, 
and the woman who saw the fire first and 
came to Jacob’s house, screaming, testified 
to the facts. 
This, with the documentary 
evidence, made the plaintiff’s case. 
The 
shorthand writer of the Court took down 
the evidence very rapidly, and at about 12 
o'clock noon the plaintiff's side of the case 
was before the jury. 
Then the opposing counsel proceeded to 
open the defense. 
After a few general 
statements he began to hint that there was 
a painful revelation to he made hearing 
upon the character of the plaintiff. 
The 
intimation was that Jacob had burned his 
own buildings to get the insurance. 
“ That is a mean and contemptible insin­ 
uation," exclaimed Jacob’s lawyer spring­ 
ing to his feet, “ and yon have no right to 
suggest such a thing when you know you 
can’t prove it 1” 
“ Sir,” rejoined the opposing lawyer, 
nttering the wordB with a pause after each, 
and a scathing hiss th at made Jacob’s flesh 
creep, “ we will prove i t !” 
Jacob felt as if the very ground was 
opening beneath him, as the lawyer went 
on with diabolical coolness to state that 
they had, although with some difficulty, 
secured the very witness who saw “ the 
miscreant ” (indicating Jacob) fire his own 
buildings. 
Happening to turn his head 
just then, Jacob saw the large man sitting 
within six feet of him and watching him 
closely. 
This completed his confusion. 
The subsequent proceedings upon the trial 
were not very clearly apprehended by 
Jacob. 
The Court took a recess for dinner. 
As 
Jacob went to his room the large man 
stood in the door of the room No. 239 
again. 
“ Hard at it, hey ?” he said, as 
Jacob passed. 
“ Y’es, but they can't prove it,” said 
Jacob, with a determined accent. 
“ Sir,” said the large man severely, 
“ they can prove anything if they have the 
evidence,” and the large man went into 
his room and banged the door again. 
In the afternoon the evidence on the 
part of the defense was given. 
The first 
witness called upon that side did not seem 
very important to the case. 
They were, 
however, some of Jacob's neighbors, and 
the evidence was very painfnl to him on 
that account. 
One testified that there 
could not have been as much hay in the 
barn when it was bnrned as Jacob in­ 
sisted there was. 
Another thought! that 
Jacob had exaggerated the size of the barn 
where the hay was stored, and he thought, 
for that reason, there could not have been 
as much as was represented. 
Still another 
had walked over Jacob’s farm when the 
hay and grain were growing, and waa con­ 
fident that there was only a “ middlin’ 
crop,” and by no means as much as the 
plaintiff claimed. 
The opposing counsel explained, with a 
glance at the jnry, that this evidence was 
presented not only as bearing npon the 
question of the amount of the loss, but as 
showing more clearly the natHre of the at­ 
tempt “ on the part of this wretched man ” 
to defraud his neighbors. 
There was a significant pause. 
The op­ 
posing counsel held a whispered conversa­ 
tion with his assistant attorney and with 
some men whom Jacob recognized as mem­ 
bers of the board ; he then rose and said 
impressively: “ YY'e call Gotlieb Jansen.” 
A short, elderly man, rather thin than 
full-faced, but evidently a German, was 
sent forward from the back seats. 
Jacob 
recognized him ; he was a “ hired man," 
who worked about the neighborhood of the 
Cove. 
Jansen gave his testimony through an 
officer of the Court, who acted as inter­ 
preter.

“ He says, ‘yes, he could,’” responded 
the interpreter, after putting the question 
to the witness.

“ He says he wore hrown or a kind of 
red, ironcloth overalls.” 
“ Ask him whether Jacob had on boots 
or shoes.” 
“ Dey vos poots—dey vos poots,” said 
the witness, making a cross-lot answer in 
broken English to save time. 
“ You understand my question?” said 
the counsel. 
" Y’aas, yaas, I untersthan,” said Got­ 
lieb. 
“ Ask him in German,” said the Court to 
the interpreter. 
The interpreter complied, and responded, 
“ He says they were boots.” 
“ Ask him what time of day it was,” 
said the counsel. 
“ He says it was just getting dark.” 
“ ABk him what Jacob had around his 
neck, when he saw him strike the match 
and set the fire.” 
“ He says it was a black handkerchief.” 
“ Ask him if he could see him plain." 
“ He Bays ‘ yes.’ ” 
“ Ask him whether he had on stockings,” 
said the counsel. 
This question caused a slight ripple of 
merriment. 
Old Gotlieb glauced around, 
saw the fun, and laughing and shaking his 
head, said, “ Naw, naw, could not tell de 
shtockings.” 
There was a brief redirect examination, 
in which Gotlieb stated that he did not 
mean that he actually saw the match, but 
only saw Jacob Btoop over and strike, as if 
it was a match, and then saw it kindle, and 
saw it grow to a large fire. 
He also ex­ 
plained that the overalls were blue instead 
of red. 
It was apparent that Gotlieb’s left eye 
had been injured or lost. 
His examination 
was concluded by a single question, asked 
by Jacob’s lawyer, which drew out from 


Gotlieb the answer, "Naw, naw, can only 
tee from von eye.” 
As the concluding evidence in the case 
Jacob was now recalled formally to deny, 
as the rnles of evidence require, the state­ 
ments made by the witnesses against him. 
As he cams upon the witness-stand it waa 
apparent that a great change had come ever 
him. 
Was there snch a pallor UDon his 
face, or was it the strange yellow light of 
that Btrange day ? 
His voice had sunk

He quietly 
answered “ n o ” to the long, formal ques­ 
tions involving the statements which had 
been made against him, and that closed the 
evidence in the case. 
The counsel “ summed up, ’theopposing 
counsel assuming and urging to the jury 
that Jacob was the profoundest rascal and 
hypocrite in the county, and Jacob’s law. 
yer asserting that Gotlieb was a perjurer. 
In a few words the Court charged the jury, 
and they were sent out, in the keeping of 
three officers, to a coinmittee-room, to de­ 
liberate and find a verdict. 
It was nearly 6 o’clock ; the Court ad­ 
journed for the day. 
It had been a dread­ 
ful day to Jacob. 
He had not imagined 
that his old and near neighbors could look 
upon him as a rascal, and he had not sup­ 
posed any man living would have dared to 
assail his good name as the opposing law­ 
yer had assailed it. 
The revelation of 
these facts, the strange story told by Got­ 
lieb and the gloom of the strange day 
seemed to mingle in a dreadful nightmare 
as he waited to the hotel. 
He went to his 
room, and lay down, and closed his eyes, 
hoping to rest. 
The scenes of the day 
were as vivid before him as a picture. 
And, through them, he would remember 
from time to time, with a sudden sharp 
throb, the dreadful suspense he was under. 
“ Suppose the jury should find against 
him ? ” 
His father had been one of the 
consistory of a church when living, and 
Jacob himself had long been a church mem­ 
ber. 
The hnrt to his repntation and to the 
family name was the sharpest sting. 
Jacob got up and went to the “ far end” 
of the hall to ask Willie to come. 
W illie’s 
room was empty. 
Jacob came back, and 
with his wife had family prayers in their 
room. 
It was 10 o’clock. His anxiety was 
intense. 
He knew where the juryroom 
was. He knew that when the jury agreed they 
would seal up their verdict and separate, 
because the Judge had told them to do so, 
and to bring in their verdict in the morn­ 
ing. 
He walked up to the Capitol, and, 
looking at the windows, saw that all waa 
dark. 
On his return the large man was in 
the hall, upstairs near his door. 
“ I think the jury must have agreed,” 
suggested Jacob faltering. 
“ I see it is all 
dark in their room.” 
“ Sir,” said the large man, glaring at 
him, and speaking with a withering sever­ 
ity in his tone and manner that made Jacob 
shrink as if he had received the cut of a 
whip-lash, “ the jury has found against 
you ; I heard of it half an hour ago.” 
Jacob's eyes fell, and the great misery 
settled down upon bis heart. 
He turned 
silently, and walked away to his room. 
W hat was the night that followed to Jacob 
Wilson ? Those who have suddenly lost a 
good name may perhaps understand it. 
Jacob did not stir out of his room until 
Court time, next morning. 
Then as he de­ 
scended the hotel stairs, every one seemed 
to him to be looking at him, and shunning 
him. 
He was pale and weak, and walked 
slowly, breathing short. 
He had a century 
of family pride behind him ; and he felt 
that he was going to meet his dcom—to 
pass under a cloud, that might never be 
lifted. 
As he walked up the Capitol steps, a man 
near inquired of another : “ Did the jury 
agree last night ?” 
“ Y'es,” was the reply. 
“ Kow did they find !” 
"A in ’t supposed to know,” said the 
other, indifferently. 
Jacob passed on into the Court room. 
The Judge was taking his seat. 
“ Mr. Clerk,” said the Judge, “ you may 
take the verdict of that jury that was out 
last night. 
I see they are all here.” 
Jacob had not yet sat down. 
He stood 
by a Beat, looking. 
He had steeled him­ 
self ; he waa white and firm. 
“ Gentlemen,” said the clerk, “ have 
you agreed upon your verdict ?” 
“ We have,” replied the foreman, rising, 
and handing a buff envelope to an officer. 
The officer carried it to the clerk. 
The 
clerk offered it to tke Judge. 
“ Open it,” said the Judge, senten­ 
tiously.

Each explained bo fully and satisfactorily 
that he had all the while told the folks that 
it "could not be Mr. Wilson ” that did it, 
that Jacob really began to wonder how it 
had come about that that there had ever 
been any difficulty.

made plain. 
After a good dinner Jacob began to feel 
himself again. 
W ith an old friend and 
neighbor he went up to the Capitol once 
more, as a m atter of curiosity. 
He saw

THE EMPLOYMENT OF CHINESE. 
Wo hive been considerably anrprued to 
find the Nation taking the shallow and 
nnphilosophical position that the general 
employment of the Chinese by the people 
of the Pacific coast demonstrates the insin­ 
cerity of their attitude, and that “ the 
*' people of the Pacific coast have the mat- 
“ ter entirely in their own hands.” This 
kind of foolish chatter, however, is on a 
par with the attempts of some California 
journals to make it appear that those who 
employ Chinese are in some way peculiarly 
depraved, and amenable to popular censure. 
And it seems necessary that in the interests 
of truth and justice a firm stand should be 
taken against the cant, hypocrisy, malice 
and stupidity which inform the arguments 
referred to. In the first place we assert 
that no man or corporation can be censured 
for employing Chinese when they are avail­ 
able, and whoever does so censure them is 
a hypocrite or a fool. The human race in­ 
stinctively prefer to buy in the cheapest 
market. To do so is not a sign of depravity. 
It is a sign of what we call common sense. 
It is in fact the only way by which men can 
hops to prosper. If it were a habit or in­ 
stinct to buy in the dearest market, human 
progress would long since have been ar­ 
rested. Civilization, and all that it im­ 
plies, depends upon the natural tendency 
of men to bny in the cheapest market. 
Now whoever expects that men will do 
violence to their nearest interests, and 
forego the advantages which are within 
their reach, in order to benefit that vague 
and intangible entity called “ the com­ 
munity,” almost deserves to be suspected 
of mental aberration. It is in fact an ut­ 
terly ridiculous proposition, and that it 
should be advanced solemnly as a perfectly 
rational one Bhows how very little sound 
thinking goes to the formation of the views 
which are accepted by the majority. 
The truth is that so long as the Chi­ 
nese are among ns they will be employed, 
because it is the direct interest of thoBe 
who want work done to employ them. If 
we understood the logic of our own posi­ 
tion in California we should see that this 
fact really constitutes one of the strongest 
arguments for the stoppage of Chinese im­ 
migration. While the Chinese are here 
they will be employed, and it is idle or dis­ 
honest to pretend that those who employ 
them are criminal for so doing. All tbe 
world proceeds on the principle of getting 
what it wants as cheaply as possible. Are 
Californians constituted differently from 
the rest of the world ? Are they expected 
to prefer to pay two dollars for a thing 
when they can bny it for one dollar ? Do 
any of the humbugs who take this line fol­ 
low that doctrine themselves ? Here, for 
instance, is the San Francisco Chronicle, at 
present edited by that well known philan­ 
thropist A. A. Cohen, bellowing sgainst 
the Pacific Railroads for employing Chinese 
labor. Has Mr. Cohen never employed 
Chinese labor, we wonder * 
Does the 
Chronicle not proceed systematically on 
the principle we have declared to be the 
one common to humanity ? Does it not 
even go far beyond the generality of em­ 
ployers in cutting down the wages of its 
staff and its printers ? Is it not notorious 
all over the coast for being the meanest and 
most niggardly office in the United States ? 
Would it not, if it dared, employ Chinese 
labor at the case ? Does it not even now 
pa; Chinese rates to white men ? 
The Pacific railroads have a perfect right 
to employ Chinese labor, as have all other 
people. It is not a crime to do so, bat a 
most natural and prudent thiDg. These 
railroads, however, employ all the skilled 
white labor they can get, and only use the 
Chinese for the hardest kind of drudgery 
such as white Americans no longer care to 
undertake. But they are not called upon 
to defend themselves in this connection. 
They are entitled to go into the labor 
market precisely as all the rest of the 
world does, and take the cheapest they 
can find. We all do the same thing. The 
Chronicle doeB it even while vilifying its 
neighbors for acting on its own ruling 
principle. The workingmen do it. The 
people who are trying to get up boycotting 
organizations do it. And therefore we 
have a right to say that those who seek to 
make the employment of Chinese by any 
one a cause of offense are either hypocrites 
or fools. The laws of political economy 
«re such that cheap labor will always com­ 
mand the market while it is procurable. 
That is why we are justified in demanding 
the exclusion cf the Chinese. In a nomi­ 
nally free country, where no man has the 
least right to abnse his neighbor or to 
threaten him for employing whatever labor 
element he chooses, it is impossible to pre­ 
vent the Chinese from interfering with 
white labor so loDg as they are suffered to 
come here. It is also impossible because 
the labor market is governed by natural 
laws, and not by newspaper or political 
demagogery. 
The Chinese cannot be disposed of as 
the Nation pretends to think, either. The 
people of the Pacific Coast have not “ the 
"m atter entirely in their own hands.” In 
a case of this kind it is inevitable that the 
available cheap labor should be utilized. 
Of course it is this very law of nature which 
makes the Chinese so formidable, but we 
who have had full experience of the matter 
have a right to demand their expulsion 
even while we admit that we cannot refrain 
from employing them. And if we want to 
present a logical appearance to the rest of 
the world we had better once for all aban­ 
don the absurd and despicable attempt to 
make capital against one another by pre­ 
tending that there ¡9 something wicked 
and malignant in employing Chinese. It 
is far more honest, manly and sensible to 
own the truth that we all employ cheap 
labor because it is our interest to do so, 
and that nothing hat the absolute elimina­ 
tion of that element can prevent us from 
doing so. Nor have ave any need to he 
ashamed of this. 
The humbugs and 
demagogues are just now trying hard 
to make it appear that wo ought to be, 
but nobody really believes anything of 
the kind, and there is no reason 
why anyone should disown a perfectly 
natural and therefore perfectly respect­ 
able tendency because some idiot or knave 
sots up a hypocritical clamor about it. There 
is one point upon which we are all agreed, 
and it is the one necessary agreement. 
We realize that the Chinese cannot build 
up the civilization which we desire. We 
are therefore willing and desirous that they 
should he excluded. We believe that their 
exclusion is ncoersary to the settlement of 
California and the Pacific coast with A-r.er- 
cana and maintenance of the Anglo-Saxon 
civilization. I> . so long as the C.ainose 
are here, wo ta_. hat it is perl.c.iy impos­ 


sible to prevent their employment, and that 
to denounce thoae whojemploy them ie an 
insolent attempt to tyrannize, which ought 
to be reeisted in the moet emphatic way. 
If the Nation wae right, we ahonld have 
settled thie question for ourselves ten years 
ago. It it becante it ie not right that we 
have had to appeal to Congress for assist­ 
ance. 


DECORATIVE ART. 


The popularization of decorative art is 
not the least significant tendency of the 
times. The appearance of a disposition to 
study art, among the people, showe that 
the new doctrine of the influence of the 
environment upon the moral and intellect­ 
ual growth, is bearing wholesome fruit. 
Nothing in Puritanism was more baneful 
than its rejection of all grace and beauty 
of surroundings. Nothing has done more 
to produce harsh and crude natures in En­ 
gland and America than this gloomy and 
unlovely theory of life. And so the pres­ 
ent general movement towards the cultiva­ 
tion of Beauty in the homes of the people 
is o d c of the most encouraging signs, for it 
indicates the existence of a widspread en­ 
thusiasm of culture. In such a movement 
we muBt not be disappointed by occasional 
perversities, follies, extravagances and 
fallacies. Folly is so large a part of hu­ 
man nature in its present low stage of de­ 
velopment that we mast be content if we 
can secure a general average of advance­ 
ment. But there is another reason why 
the art movement of the latter end of the 
nineteenth centnry is producing a supera­ 
bundance of extravagances, and this is 
that the intellectual Btiniulus which sus­ 
tains it seems to have been applied almost 
exclusively to women. Unquestionably it 


íb to their new-found ardor that the spread 
of the decorative art movement is due. 
The male intellect has not manifested more 
than a passing interest in it. In great 
centers of cnlture like London and Paris 
there are no doubt priests as well as 
priestesses of the new art cult, bat it íb 
none the less trae that its vitality is de­ 
rived mainly from women, and that but for 
them it wonld die out. 
And herein lies a certain danger. For 
women cannot be depended npon to snstain 
any movement which does not depend at 
least equally npon the men, and this is 
perfectly natural. Decorative art at pres­ 
ent is in danger of becoming the toy and 
plaything of the frivolons element among 
women; we mean that element which 
possesses no real intellect, which borrows 
all its ideas, which changes its doctrines 
with the seasons, which is a slave to 
fashion, which moves in a dreary round of 
conventionalities. Shonld decorative art 
fall into such keeping it may be discredited 
in the eyes of real men and women—for 
those only are real who do their own think­ 
ing. Now to prevent such an outcome 
shonld be the desire of all sensible people, 
seeing that the virtues of the movement 
are very conspicuous, and seeing that if 
developed properly it is calculated to assist 
in the elevation of the people to a much 
higher plane of civilization. The appreci­ 
ation of the beautiful is a capacity which 
can best be expanded by constant and 
gradual education of tbe eye aod mind. 
The indnence of the environment upon the 
mind is an axiom of the modern phi­ 
losophy. The coarse and vulgar spirit may 
be refined and purified by gently leading it 
to admire, prefer, and finally demand, some 
element of beauty in its surronndings. 
And happily science and invention have 
made so much progress that it is no longer 
necessary to be wealthy in order to enjoy 
the pleasnres which decorative art has at 
its disposal. 
It is not trne, as some have alleged, that 
all women possess an artistic taste. As a 
matter of fact qsite as many women as 
men are utterly destitute of any snch taste, 
and one of the results of this is that a great 
deal of very incongruous and inartistic 
decoration is being done everywhere. But 
even experiments which result in artistic 
failures are by no means necessarily actual 
failures. Even a blander in art may in­ 
volve a certain growth in taste, and discon­ 
tent with the ugliness of existing conditions 
is the first step towards a desire for in­ 
struction in better things. As yet, how­ 
ever, the men have not showed as much 
intellectuality in thURfonnection as the 
women. They have bnn absorbed in their 
business, (and, by the way, business is 
often tar more brutalizing in its effects 
than men realize.) They have perhaps al­ 
lowed their wives and daughters to have 
their own way, but they themselves have 
little or no interest in tbe matter, or at 
least have probably indulged a sort of con- 
temptouB tolerance towards what they 
called the “ art craze,” and have gone 
about flittering themselves that they are 
altogether too wise and sensible to become 
enthusiastic in such matters. 
But they are mistaken. They are not 
wise, but stupid, in thus thinking and 
behaving. For decorative art, rightly un­ 
derstood and employed, is an educational 
process of the most valuable kind ; a process 
which can be made to impart a moral 
training as well as an esthetic one, and 
which can be so applied as to make all the 
difference between success and failure in 
the bringing up of a family. Whoever 
substitutes beauty of form and color for 
ugliness, in his surroundings, distinctly im­ 
proves his moral atmosphere; distinctly 
purifies and rrflnes it ; distinctly places 
himself upon a higher intellectual level. 
He will And that he is impelled to become 
less coarse himself; that invariably he ap­ 
preciates and comes to seek grace and har­ 
mony in his environment. And all his 
family will come under the same influences; 
will gain in esthetic perception ; will learn 
to appreciate Nature more, and to insist 
npon that which, being beautiful and har­ 
monious and refined, is aleo wholesome. 
But the men must not leave this great 
reform movement to the women. It is a 
momentous task, and it demands strenuous 
application of masculine as well as femi­ 
nine intelligence. The latter may have 
certain affinities for the beautiful and 
the graceful which incline them to the 
lighter and easier branches of decorative 
a rt; but it requires the more solid and pro­ 
found judgment of the male mind to plan 
the art system which is needed, and to keep 
the movement from degenerating into a 
mere spasm of fashion. Up to the present 
time it must be confessed that the least 
serious and useful votaries of art have been 
too prominent in representing the move­ 
ment, and they have afforded the l’hil- 
istin s the material for abundant satire and 
caricature. But woen ample allowance lias 
been made for all that is billy aud frivolous 
in the movement, it will be seen that there 


still remains a solid substratum of genuine 
art-work, which stands for a great and 
growing tendency towards a higher life ; 
which betokens the growth of a popular 
desire to bring Beauty and Grace into the 
environment even of the poorest; and 
which promises, if wisely managed, to be 
a powerful aid to that noble intellectual 
revolution which the Evolutionary Hy­ 
pothesis has wrought through the civilized 
world during the generation about to close. 


THE IRISH SITUATION. 
The events of the last week have been 
fraught with a succession of surprises in 
Irish affairs. First csme the English Gov­ 
ernment’s “ unconditional surrender ” to 
the Parnellites, and the announcement of s 
conciliatory policy. Close on the heels of 
this change, and at the very moment when 
the Irish people were celebrating the re­ 
lease of the “ snspccts,” occurred the hsr- 
rible murder of Lord Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke. And this eventful week closes 
with the introduction to Parliament of an 
Irish Repressien bill which indicates ths 
determination of Gladstone to stamp out 
crime if it be possible to do so. The new 
bill gives the Lord Lieutenant practically 
unlimited powers, and it creates a number 
of Special Courts with power to hold trials 
without juries. By thus dispensing with 
juries it is evidently believed that convic­ 
tions will be made possible, but we are by 
no means confident of the success of the 
plan. For after all the Courts must still 
rely npon evidence, and it is precisely at 
that point that the jury system has broken 
down in Ireland. In that peculiar country 
a witness for the prosecution in a case of 
agrarian ou..age is invariably regarded as 
“ an informer 5” and there is nothing so 
thoroughly detestable and loathsome to 
the Irish mind as an informer. It follows 
that whoever undertakes to appear for the 
Crown bb a witness in this class of cases 
literally takes his life in his hand. He is 
a marked man, and vengeance will be 
wreaked upon him at the first opportunity. 
It is true that if the Government can by 
the free exercise of the extraordinary pow­ 
ers conferred by the new bill succeed in 
breaking up the secret societies, and 
making it absolutely dangerous to belong 
to them, the terrorism which has hitherto 
hung over every Crown witness may be 
dissipated in part. 
It does not however follow that the Re­ 
pression bill will be a failure because Par­ 
nell and Dillon make that prediction. 
Irish history has been fall of surprises in 
matters of this kind. 
Measures intended 
to pacify have sometimes had the opposite 
effect, and measures whose severity seemed 
to render them particularly exasperating 
have proved very effectual in restoring 
order. However the new bill may turn 
out, the Government could not, after the 
Dublin murders, retrain from employing the 
most energetic means for the repression of 
crime. 
Such an answer to the introduc­ 
tion of a conciliatory programme coaid 
only be met in one way. The position of 
the Government indeed wss very embar­ 
rassing before the assassinations, for it had 
afforded good ground for the conolusion 
that the Irish could always obtain what 
they wanted by committing a sufficient 
number of outrages. It was notorious that 
crimes had been on the increase for several 
months. In April no less than 426 agrarian 
outrages were committed. It was in the face 
of these facts that Gladstone released tbe 
suspects and announced the suspension of 
the Coercion Act, and it is incontestable 
that the moral liable to be drawn from such 
a surrender might even have had something 
to do with the mnrders in Phmnix Park. 
Mr. Gladstone virtually said to Ireland : 
“ Because you are rebellious and turbulent, 
“ and fall of murders and outrages, yon 
“ shall have all you want.” If some Irish­ 
men, encouraged by this proof of their 
astuteness, had really concluded that a 
still more startling access of crime would 
be likely to complete their victory, no one 
can assert that their reasoning would have 
been altogether illogical under the circum­ 
stances. That this was a most dangerous 
position for any Government to get itself 
into is perfectly apparent, and it is scarcely 
possible that the conoiliation programme 
could have been carried far under snch 
sinister auspices. The recent crimes, how 
ever, have swept that programme ont of 
sight. It has been made apparent that there 
can be no more temporizing and dallying 
with the employers and defenders of assas­ 
sination, and that before anything else can 
be done the elements which are engaged in 
inciting to this atrocious work must be 
brought under control 
As to Dillon’s cool declaration that the 
only safe policy for the Government is to 
trnst to himself and Parnell, all the facts 
are against it. The Government did trust 
to Parnell and his party, and the result 
was the Pkccnix Park mnrders. That is 
what has come of depending upon the 
Parnellites, and it is clear that no second 
experiment in that direction can be expect­ 
ed. Nor is it in order for the Parnellites 
to say that things- will be made worse by 
the Repression bill. The reply of the (lav- 
ernment to that must be that the bill has 
been introduced because the situation, 
in the absence of repression, had become 
tenfold worse than before. Tnat there is 
serious need fur stern measures is shown 
also by the infamous proclamation of the 
ruffians who call themselves the Irish Re 
publican Brotherhood, and who shame­ 
lessly applaud and take credit fur the 
late assassinations. 
When things have 
gone as far as this no Government nnder 
the sun can afford to hold its hand, and 
every Irishman who has any regard for the 
good reputo of his country ought to indorse 
whatever policy is necessary to crush 
out the brutal and cowardly fcaog of 
assassins who are now seeking to rival the 
worst excesses of the Paris Commune in 
that unhappy country. 
It is to be observed that Gladstone has 
not relinquished his intention of intro­ 
ducing a bill to settle the arrears of rrnt 
question, so that the legitimate grievances 
of the Irish people wiil be in a fair way to 
redress at the same time that the Govern­ 
ment is grappling with the secret societies 
and putting down terrorism with the strong 
hand. That agrarian outrages will revive 
under the new bill we do not believe. If 
it is enforced vigorously they cannot. It 
will become altogether too dangerous a 
practice to go on murdering and maiming 
expeditions. W hat the Parnellites will do 
remains to be seen, but the truth is that 
the Fenians have virtually paralyzed the 
Land League, and by their deliberate 
atrocities have left the moderate leaders 
without any standing ground. T hesi’ui- 
tion is difficult, but the Repression L 11 has 


been forced on the Government, and if it 
relieves Ireland of her lawless element it 
will assuredly be a most useful measure. 


LONQFELLOW’B WILL. 
It appears that Longfellow’s will is to be 
set aside in part, because he did not com­ 
ply with some technical requirement. 
There is no shadow of pretense that he did 
not write the will, nor is there any donbt 
suggested as to his sanity when he wrote 
it, nor is there any dispute as to his inten­ 
tions. But the law steps in, impertinently, 
and declares that certain parts of the in­ 
strument are not valid, because forsooth 
they contain interlineations, or something 
equally insignificant It is a enrious thing 
that while the law pretends to surround 
these testamentary deeds with the utmost 
safeguards and precautions, it is notorious 
that the surest way to get hold of property 
is to break a man’s will. So common has 
this become that it will soon be necessary 
to inquire whether it is worth while for 
men to devise their property at all, since 
where the estate is considerable the making 
of a will nowadays usually results in the en­ 
richment of the lawyers alone. Whether the 
growth of this disregard for the wishes of 
deceased persons springs from the preva­ 
lence of the ultra democratic doctrine that 
no man shonld be permitted to make 
mortuary bequests, is perhaps doubtful; 
but the tendency of things is toward the 
adoption of that principle. In snch a case 
as that of Longfellow it seems a great pity 
that the will conld not have been carried 
ont loyally. Where there is no question 
as to the intentions of the testator, and at 
the same time the provisions of the will 
are perfectly rational and just, it appears a 
very wanton invasion of private rights to 
set aside the instrument upon a question 
of technicalities. For it cannot be argued 
that such adherence 
to technicali­ 
ties is necessary to the 
protection 
of the common weal. Every will may 
be said to stand upon its own merits. 
It must be examined and considered 
without reference to sny other will. And 
therefore the refusal of the Probate Court 
to set aside Longfellow’s testamentary pro­ 
visions on the ground of irregularity could 
not have prejndiced any other person’s in­ 
terests, or have created a dangerous pre­ 
cedent The question ought to have been, 
did the testator mean eo-and so ? And if 
there was no doubt as to his meaning, the 
will ought to have been probated without 
hesitation. It is esses such as this, in 
which the law operates to defeat the very 
purposes for which it wss created, that 
prejudice men against it, and that often lead 
them to prefer to take the chances of dying 
intestate to furnishing some unknown pro* 
f essional harpies with an opportunity to seize 
and confiscate the property intended by the 
possessor tor his children and his friends. 


VIGOR TOWARDS THE INDIANS. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 


The President has declared himself in 
favor of a vigorous policy in relation to 
the Indians. Of coarse it is necessary to 
punish them when they break ont of 
bounds, bat it is a somewhat curious fact 
that the United States Government has 
never yet displayed sny vigor in its In­ 
dian policy, save when the question was 
of killing Indians. It sometimes happens 
that when that kind of work is in hand it 
is done quite thoroughly, and with ear­ 
nestness of purpose. But in all other In­ 
dian affairs apathy, sluggishness, infirmity 
of purpose, duplicity, and indifference, 
characterize the proceedings of the Govern­ 
ment. We cannot recall to mind a single 
instance in which vigor was exhibited 
when a treaty with the Indians had to be 
kept, or when Indian Agents had been de­ 
tected robbing their wards. In all snch 
cases it has been thought unnecessary to 
show any haste or firmneBS, bat when it is 
necessary to slaughter the “ red devils" 
onr rulers seem to think that there may be 
room for a sadden display of stern deter­ 
mination. Perhaps if the Governmental 
Indian policy had been characterized by a 
little more vigor in its peaceful relations, it 
would not have been necessary to import 
extra vigor into the warlike part of the 
business. 


AN INFAMOUS DOCUMENT. 
The proclamation issued in the Damtf of 
tbe Irish Republican Brotherhood, and 
which defends and indorses the assassination 
of Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke, is emi­ 
nently calculated to alienate sympathy all 
over the world, not only from the wretches 
who are shameless enough to approve of 
snch a declaration, but from those who 
avail themselves of the help of these 
scoundrels while pretending to disapprove 
of their practices. We have no doubt that 
the motive of the proclamation was identi­ 
cal with that of the assassinations ; namely, 
to make conciliation hopeless, and to goad 
the British Government into rigorons and 
if possiole foolish measures. There is one 
point, however, which it settles effectually. 
It has been alleged heretofore that there 
was nothing to indicate concerted action 
in the Dublin murders. Well, this proc­ 
lamation shows that the men who wrote 
the one plotted the other, In the face of 
Such an execrable manifesto he mnst be 
indeed hardy who asserts that Gladstone 
is not entirely justified in his resolution to 
crush ont the Irish secret societies without 
more ado, and whit is more we should 
think that the Parnellites ought to be 
amoog the first to approve such a policy. 


THE DIM0CRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 
The attempt to procure the postponement 
of the Democratic State Convention does 
not seem to have been a very vigorous one, 
for the reports of the meeting cf the State 
Central Committee state that only one vote 
was cast in favor of the change, ft is 
therefore evident that the Democratic 
leaders think they have something to gain 
by a long campaign, and this is somewhat 
surprising, inasmuch as the only result can 
be to make the people better acquainted 
with the record of that party ; a process 
which has never yet had the effect of mul­ 
tiplying Democratic votes. It was alleged 
that candidate Hear ;t desired a postpone­ 
ment. If so he ha3 been defeated, and if 
he cannot have his own way we presume 
that he will be unlikely to open his 
“ bar’l ” for the purposes of the campaign, 
or to give his organ for tne accommodation 
of his advtreanes within the party. The 
Democrats must he very confident indeed 
to be in favor of a long campaign. We 
hope to abate something of that confidence 
fur them before it is over, however.

T ruckee, Msy 12th.—Yesterday afternoon 
a man by the name of Levi Warren had the 
fingers of his left hand cut off by an edging 
saw in the Boca saw mill. He reached 
around the saw to remove some obstruction, 
when tbe saw struck a knot in the board he 
was cutting, which caused it to jerk in such 
a manner as to throw his hand against the 
teeth. 
For several months past the hotels and 
boarding-houses of this place have been suf­ 
fering from the operations of petty pilferers, 
who wonld take the overcoats and other cloth 
ing of guests, blankets, pillows, etc., and it 
was impossible to detect who were the thieves, 
or what disposition they made of their plun­ 
der.

Baptist Convention.—In the BiptUt 
Convention at San Francisco Thursday, 
the report of the Committee on Home 
Mission was read by Rev. E H. Gray. It 
set forth that the supply of money and 
men during the past year was not equal to 
th« demand. A discussion on the proper 
method for raising money for the work was 
indulged in by a number of the delegates. 
The Statistical .Secretary read his annual 
report, which show* d that there were 
seven iHptist Associations in the State, 
containing 77 churches, with 46 pastors 
and 3 824 communicants. In 37 churches, 
during the p**t \#*ar, there have been 263 
i haptibtns and 582 members added to the 
rolls, while. 243 diminutions havo occurred 
through deatn and dismissal. The churches 
posses* property va'ued at $175 264, with 
an ind< btedn«b8 of í>(8,410 Tre total an­ 
nual running explore* amount to $31,838. 
Iu connection with the churches there are 
twenty five Sunday schools, with a mem- 
berahi * of 2 GDI scholar* and 34 teachers. 
The Woman’s Horne and Foreign Mission 
Societies, and the Committee on Foreign 
Missions, met in the afternoon ar. i trans­ 
acted routine businesH. ituvs.

th is item evidence was offered to show that 
the franchise was merely the right given by 
the articles of incorporation, and that the 
same could he obtained by the payment of 
from $20 to $30. That the assessment upon 
the ^roadbed be reduced from $323,750 to 
$95,737 56. 
Evidence was offered to show 
that the last named sum would be a fair val­ 
uation for the property. 
Also, that the as­ 
sessm ent upon the roadway be reduced from 
$46,250 ta $37,000. that being twice as much 
as lands upon either side of the road are as­ 
sessed at. 
This land is assessed for over $500 
per acre, w hilst adjacent lands are assessed 
a t an average of less than $30 per acre. That 
the assessment upon the rails be reduced from 
$416,250 to $310,245, th6 latter figure r#»Dre- 
sen ting the actual value of the same. 
Upon 
this point the evidence was direct, that the 
true value of the rails were rightly given in 
at $310,245. 
Also, that the assessment upon 
the rolling stock be reduced from $231,250 to 
$108.560.

The trial of Simon R eten for the murder 
of Jam es Lansing was resumed yesterday at 
10 A m.

jendant was more serious 
and 
attentive 
than at any previous tim e in the trial. 
H is 
countenance wore an anxious and at times a 
pitiful look. 
JOSEPH 
k is h e r 
Sworn. 
A m a shoemaker, and work for 
Thomas Harper. 
Sunday, April 9th, I heard 
a row in the H elvetia H o te l; stepped up to 
see what was the matter. 
The fight was oi 
when I got there. 
The defendant was then 
out on the sidewalk bleeding and badly used 
np. 
H e couldn’t tell what was the matter. 
Some one, pointing to a man on the side­ 
walk, said, " That is the man who hit him .” 
Then defendant got up and went toward that 
man, who hit him and knocked him down. 
Defendant used a vile epithet, and another 
man there thought it was meant for him and 
was going to hit him too, but I held him. 
Can’t say for sure if this man brought in 
(Ericksoü) is the man who hit defendant. 
Cross-examination—The man who struck 
defendant seemed sober enough. 
I saw b it 
one blow. 
Defendant was uuder the influ­ 
ence cf liquor. 
I talk to him—that is the 
leason I know. 
A. WALTHER 
Sworn. 
M onday, April 10th, 0 A. M., de­ 
fendant came to my drug store and asked for 
an eye-shade. 
H e told me a loDg story, but 
I couldn’t make out much. 
H e began about 
the Police Court. 
H is face was badly bruised 
and both eyes blacked. 
H e did not appear 
to be excited. 
I couldn’t understand what 
he said because he spoke in a peculiar dialect 
and very fa st 


ERICKSON RECALLED. 
I wns discharged from the railroad shops 
April 12th. 
I staid around the city four or 
five days. 
The day I was discharged I was 
walking around. 
Can’t recall who I was in 
company with that day. 
Can’t remember if 
I came to the County Clerk’s office that day, 
! or not, or if I was in the Court House. 
D idn’t 
say to any one " W here is the man who is 
prosecuting R iten ? 
1 want him to subpena 
me. 
I can hang him, and no one else can.” 
Don’t remember any such language used to 
T. H . Berkey or John H . Parnell. 
Cross-examination—I was taken to jail to 
be detained as a witness the day of the shoot­ 
ing. 
N ext day I was drinking—and proba­ 
bly the next, som e; so I can’t remember 
about things. 
I was mad on the 12th at be­ 
ing discharged, as I thought, without cause. 
I didn’t blame Raten for my discharge. 


THOMAS H. BERKEY, 
County Clerk, sworn. 
8aw Erickson the 
day he said he had been discharged from the 
railroad shops. 
H e came to m y office that 
day in search of some one in charge of the 
case. 
I learned that he was looking for the 
D istrict Attorney. 
In talking with him to 
ascertain what he desired, thinking I might 
serve him if it was an important matter, be 
said ho wanted to be subpenaed, so he could 
remain in the city. 
H e said that w ithout his 
testim ony the defendant could not be hung. 
H e had been drinking. 
There was another 
man with him ; think it was Mr. Howell, 
but am not positive. 
Erickson said that he 
had been locked up as a witness on the day of 
the shooting. 
K. J. STRUT 
Sworn. 
I know defendant. 
H ave known 
him since he worked at the railroad shops. 
I am a tinner. 
1 never heard him called a 
Chinaman. 
Q iestion—D o you know the effect on his 
mind of his being called a Chinaman ? 
Answer—One day at dinner hour Raten 
came out and rolled up his sleeves, and called 
out that he could whip them both. 
I told 
him that it was no place to fight in the shops. 
H e said the cause of the quarrel was men 
calling him out of his name. 
The other men 
did not want to tight. 
Defendant said, when 
quieted down, that the men had called him a 
Chinaman. 
DR. BALDWIN 
Sworn. 
Am a physician in regular practice. 
I saw defendant after he was taken to the 
County Jail. 
H is eyes were blackened and 
he wanted a solution to put on, and witness 
told the jailer what to do for him. 
H e ap­ 
peared as a man of excitable disposition. 
Question—Take a man 
who 
had been 
treated as this one ; who had met his assail­ 
ant and fired at him, been pursued by an an­ 
gry mob, turned and fired on it, etc., what 
would be his state of mind ? 
Answer—Excited. 
Q —W hat with ? 
A .—ABger. 
Q —W ould he be crazed ? 
A .—B y anger, perhaps. 
Q .—If, after that, he fell in a fit in prison? 
A .—That would be a natural result of his 
excitem ent. 
On cross-examination witness clearly stated 
that nothing appeared in the statem ent to 
show him insane. 
H is anger would lead him 
to do what he did. 
H e was so crazed with 
anger, so allowed it to get the best of him, 
that he stopped at nothing. 
H e was not in­ 
sane. 
H e allowed his anger to so get control 
of him, that he did not or wculd not stop to 
consider the result of his acts. 
M any men 
get so angry as to do that which in their 
cooler moments they would not. 
Fear with 
defendant m ay have been a secondary emo­ 
tion, and may have had some influence in his 
ca»e. 
I saw Raten but twice, and that was 
after he had been brought to the County Jail. 
I do not pretend to be an expert in insanity, 
but I have examined some patients. 
Juror Churchman asked, if with the crowd 
following Ilaten and crying out for him, and 
he fleeing after shooting at Erickson, and 
seeing Lansing come out as if to stop him, 
whether witness believed R aten’s anger so 
h ad con trd of him that he shot Lansing in 
that angry state of excitem ent ? 
Answer—I bo think. 
Juror—And that if he had reflected he 
would not have done it. 
Answer—Exactly. 
Juror—H ow long would one need to reflect 
in such a case ? 
Answer— About three minutes. 
Defense here called John M cFetrish and 
offered to prove facts as testified to by J. H . 
Miller. 
M cFetrish not appearing, his print­ 
ed account of Raten’s condition in his cell 
the day of the murder was read and admitted. 
It was of the same purport as the testimony 
of M iller. 
JUDGE W. A. HENRY 
Sworn. 
A m Police Judge, Sacramento city. 
Defendant called on me the week before the 
killing 
of 
Lvnsing—Sunday, eight 
days 
before. 
H e came to m y house, to m y door, 
and as m y wife opened the door he brushed 
past her and came and stood over me as I lay 
on the sofa, and began t') speak excitedly 
of a case that had been in the Police Court 
some tim e before. 
H e said, " You fine me 
$5.” 
H e then began to talk about some sub­ 
sequent trouble with a man about a $5 piece. 
I told him to go, and come to the office next 
day and see me. 
H e asked for no warrant. 
He was under the influence of liquor aril 
talked in a rambling way, as one will who is 
in liquor. 
I opened the door and made him 
walk out. 
H e was abrupt and insulting. 
I 
noticed that at the first. 


W. A. ANDERSON 
Recalled. 
April 10th defendant applied to 
me as City Attorney for a warrant. 
I did 
not give it to him. 
H e came to me in Court 
while I was examining a witness in Court. 
I 
told him to wait till I got out of Court. H e did, 
aud at recess came and tried to state the facts 
of a case of battery. 
H is own statem ent led 
me to think him in the wrong in the case ; 
besides, he w -s in liquor, and I give no man 
a warrant who is in liquor. 
I told him to go 
away and coine again. 
H e seemed very an­ 
gry about it. 
OFFICER DÜNLEVT 
Sworn. 
A m in charge of the police station. 
Defendant came to the police office Sunday 
morning, April 9;h, very much under the in­ 
fluence of liqu r, and wanted a warrant. 
I 
told him to come next day and he coutd then 
get a warrant. 
H is face was battered up. 
D istrict A ttorney Buckley here gave notice 
that Gaorge Graves was in attendance aud 
ready to be examined as a witness. 
Mr. Bruner said he was aware of it, and 
had seen Mr. (iraves and conversed with 
him. 
H e had filed the affidavit concerning 
Graves in good faith and for no ulterior pur­ 
pose. 
lie h id drawn from other witnesses 
all he c mid from Graves that would benefit 
defendant. 
D -fense offered to prove by a witness (name 
not known), that Erickson was the aggressor 
in the fight with Raten at the H elvetia H otel 
.Sunday. 
Pi oeecution said L did not care about that 
whole matter anyhow. 
Defense then rested. 


REBUTTAL. 
The People ther cafied tfn-’eran d prison- 
ke-*¡ er Du i vy. 
I I - hud 1 a l muchexperi- 
■ neo with dm k-n men, and had sefn and 
k pt a numb, r of insane in the prison. 
He 
did not ciuim to be an expert in iusarity. 


W as present when Raten fell in a fit as M iller 
was talking to him. 
W hile M iller was ques­ 
tioning him Raten had a vertigo and fell 
down. 
W itness asked him w hat was the 
matter, and he said, "O h, nothing much. 
I ’m all right.” 
H e avoided talking about 
Lansing, and referred to the ot^er man all 
the tim e. 
A t this point the Court took its noon recess. 
A ftern o o n S e ssio n . 
Dr. W . R. Cluness sworn for prosecution. 
Am a practicing physician. 
H ave had but 
little experience with the insane. 
H ave 
occasionally examined parties for the asy 
lum. 
Have practiced 
twenty-five years. 
Have given the subject of the mind study. 
Question—T ake a foreigner who gets into 
trouble Sunday, goes to the police Monday 
for a warrant. 
H e don’t get it. 
N ext day 
he meets the man he wished arrested. 
H e 
shoots at him and runs. 
Is pursued by a 
crowd. 
A citizen pursues. 
Defendant draws 
his pistol. 
The citizen throws up his hands 
and cries, " Don’t shoot.” 
But he does shoot 
him. 
H e then faces the crowd and levels his 
pistol toward them. 
H e then runs, and 
throws away his pistol. 
H e is arrested aud 
denies the shooting, and asks if he did it 
why no pistol was found on him. 
H e is ex­ 
cited ; falls in his cell in a brier fit, but re­ 
covers and gives a personal history. 
W hat 
would you say was his state of m ind at the 
tim e of the last shooting ? 
Objected to as not in rebuttal, etc. 
The Court overruled the objection. 
W itness—In such a case I can see no evi­ 
dence of insanity whatever. 
I should think 
the party responsible at the tim e he fired the 
shot. 
Cross-examination—B y insanity I mean a 
state of unseund mind. 
Anger and fear may 
be causes of that craze. Temperament makes 
a difference as to liability to insanity. W ould 
class defendant as of the billions tempera­ 
ment. 
One of that temperament is more 
liable to the emotions of anger and fear. 
Question—Take a case like th is: Eight 
days before the homicide defendant asks for 
a warrant for a man he had a difficulty with. 
H e is refused; a week passes; he is beaten 
by a man cruelly ; he goes for a warrant and 
is refused ; he is told to come the Dext day ; 
he does so, and is refused by the City A ttor­ 
ney and put out of the office. 
In a few 
hours he meets the man and shoots at him ; 
he flies; a mob excitedly pursues ; a man 
tries to intercept him, and he turns and 
shoots him ; he is arrested, and is in a violent 
state and excited greatly ; that night he talks 
in a ra mbling way and falls in a fit ? 
Answer—Such a man must have been 
greatly excited. 
H e was doubtless conscious 
that he had violated the law, and was fleeing, 
and feared justice would overtake him, and 
to that extent fear actuated him . 
I don’t 
believe that under such emotions as described 
a man would be so insane as not to know 
what he was doing. 


DR. G. G. TYRRELL, 
Sworn. 
Been a physician twenty-five years. 
H ave had experience with the insane. [Same 
hypothetical question put as was asked Dr. 
Cluness ] 
I tnink that no evidence of in­ 
sanity in one so accused. 
Cross-examination—I think he knew what 
he was doing. 
One m ight be in a condition 
of passion in which he would do that which 
in a cool mom ent he would not do. 
D on’t 
think fear woald increase that state or emo­ 
tion. 
I think the man intended to escape at 
any cost. 
H is acts showed he had made up 
his mind to escape and to do all he could to 
«ffect it. 
Redirect question—Take uncontrollable im ­ 
pulse. 
D o you know of a case where such a 
party attem pted to conceal the crime or dis­ 
pose of the weapon ? 
Answer—W e know of no each cases. 


DR. F. W. HATCH 
Sworn. 
Am a physician of 35 or 40 years’ 
practice ; have had some experience with in­ 
sanity ; heard the questions to Dr. T y rrell; 
don’t think in such a case the man insane. 
Cross-examination—H e m ight have been 
influenced by fear. 
It depends on reflection 
on the results of his act to determine if he 
knew what he was doing. 
A s to time for re­ 
flection, it is almost impossible to measure it. 
There is a difference in this respect as to tem­ 
peraments. 
D efendant I ’d hardly take to be 
of the nervous temperament. 
The People here rested the case. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY BUCKLEY 
Opened the argument. 
The people aaked the 
jury to render a verdict of murder in the first 
degree against the defendant. 
H e congratu­ 
lated the people on the speedy trial. 
Only 
thirty days ago the homicide was committed. 
But though speedy, the defendant’s trial had 
been fair, full and impartial. 
H e compli­ 
mented Mr. B n n e r for his gentlem anly con­ 
duct of the defendant’s case. 
A grave pub­ 
lic error prevails that in this case there is the 
lack of 
premeditation. 
The 
law is that 
if the circumstances show in the defendant 
an abandoned and malignant heart it is mur­ 
der in the first degree. There must be malice 
aforethought. It need not be spite and m alev­ 
olence against deceased, but any evil feeling. 
[Reading from decisions.] 
M alice in its legal 
sense does not mean hatred and ill-will, but 
the intent to do an unlawful act intentionally 
without lawful excuse or extenuation. W here 
one kills, in an unlawful act, the law implies 
malice and the burden is on the defendant to 
show that there was no intent to kill. 
There 
need be no appreciable space of tim e between 
the intent to kill and the act of killing. 
So 
says the Supreme Court in a number cf cases. 
[Reading some.] 
The intent and premedita­ 
tion to kill and the act of killing m ay be as 
rapid as thought can follow thought. 
Where 
there is nothing in the circumstances to ex­ 
cuse or justify the killing, the law presumes 
malice. 
Express malice is where one has a 
deliberate purpose to kill, etc.; where a homi­ 
cide is committed without provocation, or 
any considerable provocation, malice is im­ 
plied. 
Take the case where one shoots into 
a crowd and kills some one man, it is murder 
in the first degree, and it is not needed 
to show the killer had malice against the 
deceased. 
Mr. Buckley then applied the 
law thus stated to the facte in this case, and 
held that R aten was clearly guilty of mur­ 
der in the first degree, and nothing less. 
Raten had the mind to form the plan to re­ 
sist capture, and to kill to carry it out. 
H e 
ii a man of ferocious disposition, and one 
who, when inflamed by liquor, his brutal in­ 
stincts are brought into play. 
H e knew just 
what he was doing. 
H e got into a fight, was 
whipped, went to a druggist for a shade for 
his bruised eyes, and went then to the police 
for a warrant. 
That shows he knew what he 
was about. 
H e was refused a warrant, and 
properly, for he was not in a fit condition to 
take an oath. H e was told to come next day. 
H e did, and this shows he knew exactly what 
he was about. 
Then a warrant was again 
refused, 
for 
the 
law 
officer 
found 
he 
had 
no 
cause, 
but 
was 
the 
aggressor. 
Angered 
by 
this 
result 
he 
deliber­ 
ately 
searched 
out 
Erickson 
and 
shot 
at him. 
Erickson ran away, and defendant, 
with his intent to kill fully awakened, pur­ 
sued him. 
H e knew what he was about. 
B ut Erickson escaped, and then defendant 
fled for his own safety. 
W addle tried to in­ 
tercept him, and defendant pointed his pistol 
at him, and W addle sensibly stepped aside. 
Then Leslie pursued him, and he drew on 
Leslie, and he too retreated. 
A ll this shows 
he intended to kill if need be to avoid capture. 
Then a crowd came on, and defendant ran 
into an alley, a natural act iu the scheme of 
escape. 
The crowd naturally crid out "Stop 
h im !” 
Just then Lansing stepped out, and 
defendant, in his scheme ot escipe. shot him, 
aud that though Lansing was in the act of 
turning aw ay from the pursuit and crying 
out for mercy, and appealing to him not to 
shoot. 
Lansing came r ut unarmed and held 
up his hands to deiendant to show it. 
But 
after shooting Lansing defendant faced the 
crowd and held his pistol aloft, as if to say, 
" Come on if you dare.” The crowd r- treated 
and the defendant went on ia his fl'gbt, and 
in it threw away his weapon. 
Did not auch 
au act point to the defendant's knowledge of 
his deed? 
H e knew it w uld be a good 
thing to have no pistol found on him if cap­ 
tured. 
H e m iste d capture and w*s shrewd 
enough to point out that no weapon w asf >und 
on him . 
A s to his intoxication, that was de­ 
liberate. 
H e staid away from work to find 
his enemy aud kill him. 
This defendant is 
either tu ilty of murder in the firot degree or 
should go clear. 
H e slew a cirizen who was 
doing a citizen’s duty— a duty all citize ns are 
held to do, to aid in 
capture of a fleeing 
criminal. 
Raten had no canae to fear aught 
hut capture. 
N o man had struck him, or 
harmed him, and the only cries were to st p 
him, if even he he*rd them. 
H e h a d n ociu -e 
to fear greatly, for he did nat know 'h *t he 
had sh"t Livingston, and h8 knew he had not 
killed Erickson 
Had he killed Erickson '>e 
might have had cause to fear violence at the 
hands of the crowd. 
Mr. Buckley closed 
with a review of the testim ony as to insan­ 
ity, and an appeal for the maintenance of the 
m ajesty of the law. 


EL WOOD BRUNER, 
Counsel for defendant, then ad d rew d the 
jury. 
H« referred to the fact of his being 
appointed by the Court to def**r d ll»'.«-i , .nd 
of his effort to d > his whole duty un er in i'; 
ap ointment. 
L using

He did not 
therefore go out c othed with c m au-hoti y 
to arrest, and in suco a e we his killing was ' 
but manslaughter. 
Murder i» killing wi h j 
m alic3 aforethought. 
This id a remarkable 


case. 
N ever was there a case where the w it­ 
nesses seemed so determined to hang a man. 
They were all ready to go farther than the 
questions warranted. 
W ilson swears there 
was a scuffle on K street, and saw defendant 
jum p out to the edge of the walk. H e swears, 
too, that the crowd was excited, and at the 
alley did cry out "Shoot him .” 
N o one has 
a right to shoot without due warrant of law. 
Lansing in his dying statem ent did not say 
that he said a word to Raten. 
D yer is the 
only witness who swears he saw Raten, after 
shooting Lansing, hold up his pistol and face 
the crowd and act as if to say, " I am the 
chief,” etc. 
N o other witness saw that, and 
Dyer, when he so testified, testified falsely, 
and 
he knows it. 
In the 
Oliver 
case 
the 
arresting 
party 
was 
not 
an 
offi­ 
cer, 
and 
had no 
authority, 
and 
after 
warning 
not 
to 
advance, 
was 
shot, 
and the killing was held to be murder in the 
second degree. 
Counsel cited cases of a like 
character, where the defendant, if so assaulted 
as to have a reasonable fear for his life, 
may kill his assailants. 
R aten did fear tor 
his life. 
The pursuit, the interception by 
two men on Fourth Btreet, the crowd and its 
cries, Lansing’s sudden rushing out, all con­ 
stituted a single circumstance to cause that 
fear in the defendant’s mind. 
A t the worst 
defendant’s act did not constitute the crime 
of murder in the first degree. 
Counsel made 
a bitter attack upon capital punishment, and 
held that its maintenance does not subserve 
the best interests of society, nor advance the 
ends of good government. 
W hen punish 
ment becomes revenge, it violates the social 
compact which constitutes government by 
consent of the governed. 
H e cited a recent 
case where Judge Denson refused to sentence 
a convicted man to be 
hanged, on the 
ground that society would not be benefited 
by his execution, and so 
he imposed a 
life sentence. 
Counsel appealed to the jury 
to put its verdict on record against hanging 
by the law, and in favor of the certainty 
rather than the severity of the law. 
Had 
justice been accorded Raten by officers of the 
law Lansing would be alive to-day. 
Counsel 
reviewed defendant’s difficulty with Erick­ 
son, and the refusal of the police authorities 
to give defendant remedy sgainBt him. Raten 
had no intention to kill Lansing, for he had 
lost control of himself. 
H e should not have 
allowed hioiBelf to go to that point—but he 
reached it and was crazed and was void of 
m alice toward Jam es Lansing. 
c. T. JONES 
Closed the case for the People. 
H e asked 
the jury to treat the defendant as it would 
the best and most prominent citizen if at the 
bar. 
The defendant is not one of any of the 
class exempted by law from the legal results 
of crime. 
Raten did not go for the warrant 
for Erickson in a proper, sober condition. 
H e was properly refused a warrant. 
The 
Chief of Police cannot and never does give 
warrants. 
H e coaid not arrest or order the 
arrest for misdemeanor Bot com m itted in the 
presence of the officer. 
Ilaten has sup­ 
plied 
the 
missing 
link — malice — and 
because 
he 
could 
not 
get 
a 
warrant 
went out on the street w ith murder in his 
heart. 
Suppose he had killed E rickson; 
would it not have been a deliberate, cold­ 
blooded murder ? 
There is no question but 
that Raten knew what he was about. 
Lan­ 
sing had the same right to arrest as any of­ 
ficer. 
People are mistaken on this subject. 
They see crimes committed, and make no 
effort to stop it. 
They have the same right 
and power as an officer when the latter can 
act without warrant 
Raten knew he should 
stop. 
H e heard the call to stop. 
H e re­ 
fused. 
Lansing came out, but while turning 
away from Raten, and while he had his hands 
up to show he was unarmed, defendant shot 
him down. 
H e had nothing to fear from 
Lansing. 
W hy then did he kill him? 
If 
that is not murder let the people know it now 
aod risk life no longer to aid justice. 
Raten 
threw his pistol away. 
W hy ? 
Because, as 
he said in prison afterward, be could claim 
there was no pistol found on 
me. 
I 
didn’t 
shoot 
him .” 
That 
shows 
the 
reasoning 
in 
his 
mind 
and 
dissipates 
all idea of irresistible impulse, for in such 
case the criminal never denies the crime. 
RateD’s acts show he had an abandoned and 
m alignant heart, had no regard for human 
life; saw Lansing before him , had the weapon 
of death in his hand, and used it in all the 
abandonment of his malignant heart. 
There 
he stood, after the murder, and waved his 
pistol and beat his breast, as if to say, "Come 
ó n ! 
I am the c h ie f!” 
W here is there a 
m itigating circumstance in the case ? 
Where 
is there a thing to call for m ercy’s hand to be 
extended? 
It wa9 a cowardly and fearful 
assassination. 
A good citizen shot down in 
doing his duty. 
Don’t punish this man, and 
then when tnere is a cry of " Stop th ie f;” 
when the ifiidnight shout is heard ; when the 
officer pursues and you can aid, cower at 
home, for fear yon may be shot down in aid­ 
ing the authorities, and society shall say, 
"O h, he had no malice againBt you, and it is 
no crime to k ill you !” 
The law is all one 
w a y ; there is no question about it, and he 
felt he was insulting the jury to longer ad­ 
dress it. 
H e would call attention to the fact 
that no measurable tim e is needed to form 
the intent. 
A s Judge Sanderson said from 
the bench of the Supreme Court, it may be 
formed as quickly as thought follows thought, 
and a man is presumed to intend the reason­ 
able and probable result of bis act. H e cared 
nothing about the Erickson difficulty—it cut 
too sm all a figure in the case to demand much 
attention. 
H e concluded by askiog the jury 
to inflict the highest penalty, as this is ex­ 
actly one of the cases where the death penalty 
should be invoked to place the criminal be­ 
yond the possibility of again preying upon 
his felluw-mee. 


THE CHAROB OF THB COURT. 
Judge Denson then arose, and standing, 
charged the jury. 
The charge as to burden 
of proof, reasonable doubt, credibility of 
witnesses and the definitions of murder, was 
like that uniformily given in murder cases 
by this Court. 
On other points the Court 
charged in substance that insanity must be 
proved by a preponderance of evidence that 
defendant at the tim e of the act was laboring 
under such a defect of reason from disease of 
the mind as not to know the nature or quality 
of the act, or had not, by reasoq of insanity, 
sufficient control of his w ill to resist the im­ 
pulse to commit the a ct 
One of unsound 
mind may yet be punishable for his crime, 
and the Court illustrated how this may be. 
W here insanity is relied upon, the burden of 
its proof is on the defendant. 
I f the jury 
on the evidence conclude that it is more 
probable that defendant was insane than 
that 
he 
was 
sane 
at 
the 
tim e 
of 
the 
commission of the 
crime, the 
jury 
should find he was insane. 
Ordinarily, ex­ 
perience teaches that the majority of men are 
sane, and it is to be presumed, until the con­ 
trary ia shown by a preponderance of evi­ 
dence, that defendant was sane at the tim e 
of the commission of the act. 
A private 
person may arrest another for a public of­ 
fense 
committed 
or 
attem pted 
in his 
presence ; when the person arrested has com­ 
mitted a felony, although not in his presence ; 
when a felony has been in fact committed, 
and he has reasonable cause for believing the 
person arrested to have com m itted it. 
The 
crime of an assault to murder is a felony. 
It 
is the right of, and is expected of all good 
citizens that they aid in the capture or arrest 
of any person who has committed a felony. 
M alice 
aforethought 
is 
any 
formed de­ 
sign 
cf 
doing 
mischief, 
whether 
aris­ 
ing 
from 
hatred 
or revenge. 
If malice 
exist 
for 
any 
period 
of 
tim e, 
how­ 
ever brief, before the killing, and at the 
ins ant of the killing, it is malice afore­ 
thought. 
Such malice may be express or im ­ 
plied. 
It is express when there is manifested 
a deliberate intention unlaw fully to take 
away the life of a fellow creature. 
It is im ­ 
plied when no considerable provocation ap­ 
pears, or whcu the circumstances attending 
the killing show an abandoned and m alig­ 
nant heart, 
lc is not necessary that a man 
should have any previous acquaintance with 
deceased before the killing in order to make 
the killing murder in the first degree. 
It is 
only necessary that the defendant willfully, 
deliberately, with malice aforethought and 
w i h premeditation, killed his adversary, to 
make the offense murder. 
If the shot cf 
Ilaten was accident *1, there was no crime. 
Legal malice, or malice aforethought cf the 
Code, d -note-i a wrongful ace done in tention­ 
ally, and without legal cause or excuse. 
The case was finally given to the jury, and 
it retired from *he box at 5:08 P. m., and the 
C.mrt-room, which had all the afternoon 
been crowded, was cleared. 


THE VERDICT. 
A t 5:56 the jury returned into Court. 
The 
prisoner was brought into Court. 
H e showed 
nervousness and more feeling than at any 
pr vioua tim e. 
The names of the jury were 
called, and all answered. 
Sam uel Jelly as 
foreman read t'.e verd ict: 
" We, the jury, found the defendant guilty 
of murder in the first degree.” 
The (\»urt—Rec »rd the verdict. 
The Clerk made the record and read it to 
jury.

The Court—I* thi-j your verdict, gentle- 
me ? 
The jury bowed. 
The » ourt—D r> you w ish the jury polled? 
Mr. Bruner—Y es, si*.

M r. Bruner—The testim ony is not volum- 
nous. 
I ’d like tw o weeks. 
The Court—L et the testim ony be written 
out. 
I will set M ay 22d, at 1 0 a . m ., for 
sentence. 
The prisoner is remanded into the 
custody of the Sheriff. 
Raten showed no further emotion on the 
rendition of the verdict, but sim ply looked 
stolidly at the Court. 
The Court thanked the jury for its services 
and excused it, whereupon the Court ad­ 
journed.

Infants' Shelter—State Woman’s Hospital 
—Its Opening -A Brilliant Affair— 
What the Hospital Is. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , May 9 , 1S82. 
The subject of public charities with us, 
as with other great cities, is one of lively 
importance. 
But with the rapid changes 
of fortune in California we need to have 
peculiar interest in such institutions, since 
no man can be certain (and the fear, they 
say, haunt» the rich as well as the poor 
and comfortably off) that “ mutations of life 
and mutations ' may not bring him to the 
door of public charity. 
Kecrgnizing, there­ 
fore, the value of all such charity institu­ 
tions, rich men, dying, have bequeathed 
thousand» of dollars to hospitals, to e I iu b - 
houses, to asylums, and those who have 
not had money to bestow have put their 
hands to the work and kept the ball roll­ 
ing. 
An effort is made to open depart­ 
ments which shall provide for all manner 
of needs, as, for instance, in children’s 
charities alone we have the various 


ORPHAN ASYLUMS 
Proper—the Hebrew, the Protestant, the 
.Roman Catholic; the “ Home,” where 
children will be taken for any limited 
period, until the mother, left destitute and 
alone perhaps, can find a way to keep her 
little ones with her. 
I t was here that the 
little boy, spoken of some time since, found 
a refnge until his removal, and to those 
who took an interest in him let me say 
th at the little fellow is received by child­ 
less and well-to-do people, to whom be 
seemed at once attracted, and who by 
some strange circumstance proved to be 
friends, in years by, of the father. 
Until 
now, the opportunity has never presented 
itself to express my gratitude to those of 
my readers who had confidence enough in 
me to send upon my appeal for the child 
a cry from out their hearts toward him. 
Kight strong and lieautiful letters were re­ 
ceived offering him a home, and when I 
knew of it a shining light tilled my heart, 
and I said that whatever wickedness and 
whatever sin there was, a great love, also, 
was in the world. 
Besides these, other 
institutions for children is the 


LITTLE SISTERS1 INFANT SHELTER, 
W here small children may be left in the 
morning and reclaimed at night by work­ 
ing mothers. 
Also—and what a dreary 
sound is its name !—the Foundling Asylum, 
which receive s children into its arms and 
makes no inquiries. 
The children are 
thus " abandoned ” of all parentage and 
must look ahead for hope. 
Not long since 
a woman sat by the fire in the “ baby 
ward ” at the City and County Hospital, 
holding a sleeping infant on her knee, and 
hear tears dropped silently down upon its 
head. 
Her husband had been killed in 
Arizona, and she had come to the hospital 
till her baby was born. 
Now she must 
give up the baby forever, for she had two 
older children to support, and she could 
not do it with a baby in her arms. 
She 
was going to put it in the basket at the 
door of the Fonndling Asylum, and give it 
up to an unknown futnre—a future to re­ 
main forever unknown to her. 
The ques­ 
tion is : W hat could be done if there were 
no public institution to take the baby and 
keep it alive? It was

held in a barn by a handful of little girls 
to contribute a mite in aid of the Fruit and 
Flower Mission. 
Two of the lady man­ 
agers of the hospital for women and chil­ 
dren have recently given exceedingly en­ 
joyable parlor entertainments for the bene­ 
fit of tbeir charge.

Henry M. Gray threw open her elegant 
parlors to friends at a dollar per friend, 
provided intellectual entertainment, served 
a sapper and netted $100 for the canse.

very noticeable with her gray hair in con­ 
trast to the shawl of light bine worn over 
the ahonlders.

“ Our hospital will have just $50 left when 
it pays its bills for April. 
If something 
isn’t done we shall be obliged to close our 
doors.” 
You can understand then with 
what feelings of longing the managers of 
other institutions wander about this new 
building erected by the State W Oman’s 
Hospital. 
The Old Woman’s Home owns 
a lot a few blocks away, but they cannot 
yet see their way to bnild. 
The Little 
Sisters rent ; so do the Women and Chil­ 
dren’s Hospital. 
The free sewing schools 
need aid ; so do the free kindergartens ; so 
does everything that in the name of char­ 
ity cries “ help! h e lp !” to every man, 
woman and child.

MEN OF THE HOUR. 


THE RED 
PEPPER. 


W hat ails the human throat in this latter 
day, and what has become of the old- 
fashioned red pepper ? 
Men who are now 
forty years old krew 
little of throat 
troubles in their boyhood. 
There was a 
little sore throat ocoasionally, and once in 
a while quinsy, and yon would hear at long 
intervals of putrid sore shroat. 
Children 
were not as daintily cared for in those days 
as now. 
Few of them ever had under­ 
clothing to wear, and scarcely a boy who 
had anovercoattill be was old enough toearn 
the money for it himself. 
Croup was the 
parental horror of that day, and yet as 
alum and butter were early found a sure 
remedy for that trouble, warping or con­ 
tracting and so breaking the false mem­ 
brane as it was forming, parents bad no 
great dread of that. 
Children had few 
colds, and no serious Bore throat—and when 
they had, a bowl of red-pepper tea sent the 
ailing boy to bed sweating, and brought 
him out well in the morning. 
The red pepper of our grandmothers— 
what has become of it? 
\ \ ho that lived in 
those sensible days does not remember the 
shining string of alternate red and green 
peppers that hung from the rafters over 
the kitchen fire, and which had been 
planted, raised and strung by grand­ 
mother’s own hand, and hung in the place 
of honor, all to cure the children’s colds, 
colics and crampB, and the older folks’ con­ 
gestions and chills—death to all the c’s ? 
And who does not remember how per­ 
fectly the pepper accomplished its work— 
a little hard to take, a little hot after it 
was down, and yet bringing yon out all 
right in the morning, and lending a halo of 
pride to grandma’s face at the breakfast 
table that the puzzled face of the modern 
doctor seldom shares ? 
Ah, it was a rare 
old magic—the red pepper that the grand­ 
mothers raised and need. 
It cared all the 
jnvenile ills we have enumerated and many 
more. 
So great and. quick was its magic 
that many a boy, who had such a sore at­ 
tack of colic, croup or cold that he was 
sure he couldn’t go to school, was cured at 
the mere sight or smell of its Bteaming tea, 
and sent bounding off to school as sonnd 
as a trivet and as merry as a cricket. 
In­ 
deed, sudden cures have been known at 
the mere mention of it. 
Older people, 
too—men who were afraid of working out 
all day in the damp or of digging in a well, 
and who now think whisky the medium of 
warding off possible chills—were often 
saved by grandmother’s red-pepper tea. 
W hat has become of the rsd pepper? 
And how did it happen that just as it 
went oat of fashion diphtheria came in, 
and with it a dozen other throat diseases 
with long and mysterious names—and 
none of which medical science, which has 
made the slowest progress of all the sci­ 
ences, is able to treat with much suc­ 
cess ? 
Our grandmothers kept the young 
ami old throats of thoir generation cared 
up with red and cayenne pepper, and 
warded cff many other 
diseases with 
them. 
W hat, since they have disappeared, 
has taken their place, or is doing their 
work? 
Something, whatever it is, that 
doesn’t enre. 
. 
A gentleman who was a boy thirty 
years ago, said yesterday: “ Tbe reason 
there is so much diphtheria is because 
people have quit raising red 
pepper.” 
The man he was talking to had a sore 
throat, and was trying to stave it off till 
night with some of the gargles and washes 
of the latter day, so as to get his day’s 
work done, and yet was growing worse 
all the time. 
The apostle of the red pep­ 
per said : “ Throw that stuff away and 
send out and get a little vial of brandy, 
and fill it one-fourth full of cayenne pep­ 
per, and put the cork of it to your tongue 
every half hour, and your throat will 
begin to heal at once, and yonr voice quit 
being squeaky.” 
It was done, and it aid. 
Later in the day a gentleman trained in 
medical science, but not practicing it, and 
so not conceited in its latter-day nature, 
came in and was asked : “ How does this 
red pepper cure my throat—that is, how 
does it act ?” 
He replied : “ It acts aB a 
local stimulus ; and in two ways strength­ 
ens the diseased parts of the throat and 
prevents the growth of any false m atter— 
heats and relaxes, stimulates and tones— 
red pepper always does th a t” 
He added : 
“ The world would be a great deal better 
off, and a great deal healthier, if it used 
more of i t ” 
So, while the modern doetor stands puz­ 
zled and perplexed and unsuccessful before 
diphtheria, and while medical science can 
do no more to control or cure it than when 
it first appeared some twenty-five years 
ago, and while sometimes four or five chil­ 
dren die of it yet in a single family, why 
not revive the good old plan of grand­ 
mother’s, of watching the children’s threats 
all the time, detecting the first trace of 
trouble, and then using the old-fashioned 
red pepper to fight and ward off the disease 
while it is incipient and betore it becomes 
rooted ? 
Doctors will laugh at it. 
But doctors 
always have laughed at the best people to 
cure the sick and ward off sickness in the 
world—the good old women, wise in expe­ 
rience, healing in their nursing, and those 
who have raised large families of their own, 
and helped to raise and save all the weakly 
young children in the neighborhood, and 
any one of whom is worth more in the sick 
room of a child ill with children’s troubles 
than all the doctors in town. 
We propose the restoration of the red 
pepper to its old place in family favor, and 
to its undoubted usefulness. 
We believe 
grandmothers can take it, and with proper 
care, by beginning in time, beat all the 
doctors yet in fighting the dread diseases 
of the throat, and in saving the children 
from their ravages.—[Des Moines State 
Begi8ter. 


HON. JOHN M. FRANCIS, 


CHARGE D’AFFAIRES TO PORTUGAL. 


Mr. Francis is a native of New York, having 
been born at Prattsburg, Steuben county, on 
March 6, 1823. 
A t the age of 14 he was 
apprenticed to the printiDg business, and six 
years later was employed as editor of the 
Waynt Sentinel in Palmyra. 
About this 
timé he took up the Btudy of law, but soon 
returned to journalism, and in 1845 became 
connected with the editorial staff of the 
Rochester Adrcrtiter. The following year he 
was employed on tbe Troy Hudgel, and sub­ 
sequently became editor and pait owner of 
that paper. He established the Troy Timet 
in 1851, and has since remained its control­ 
ling proprietor, making it a potent factor in 
the politics of the State and securing for it 
wide recognition as an organ of manly and 
vigorous thought. He was appointed United 
States Minister to Greece by President Grant 
in 1871, but resigned the position November 
17, 1873 
It is understood that the position 
of Charge d’Affaires to Portugal, to which 
Mr. Francis has now been nominated, is to be 
raised to that of Minister Resident and Con­ 
sul-General, making it a mission of the same 
grade as Belgium, the Netherlands, etc.

T h e N orth W ind and Its D a m a g in g E ffects 
on a g r ic u ltu r e —T he D a n gers of 


a L ate 8 ea so n —E tc, 


What is the north wind, and where does it 
come from? The north wind in California is 


a climatic disturbance of a most damaging 
•haracter to the agriculture oí the State. 
It 
visits with its baneful influence every agri­ 
cultural locality, from Siskiyou on the north 
to San Diego on the south. 
It sweeps down 
the coast tier of counties and dries up the 
grass upon which the dairy interests of that 
section depend for a successful outcome each 
year. 
It drives along the Sierra foothills and 
carries with it the moisture of the shallow 
soil upon which rests the only hope of the 
orchardist, 
the 
small 
fruit-grower 
and 
the cultivator of grains and vegetables on 
the small farras of that elevated portion of 
the State. 
But it is felt with the greatest 
force and the most damaging effects in the 
broad valleys of the Sacramento and the San 
Joaquin, where in a single hour it s< metim a 
takes from the farmers of these valleys from 
fifty to an hundred millions in value, ai d re­ 
duces the industrial and financial condition 
of the S-ate from ope of universal abundance 
and prosperity to that of general scarcity ai d 
stagnation. 
The north wiud is to Calif rnia 
what the feirocca from the Lybian dt»erts 
is 
to 
southern 
Italy 
and 
the 
is 
lands 
of 
Malta 
and 
Sicily. 
It 
re­ 
laxes 
the 
phjsical 
energies 
of nature 
alike in the vegetable and animal kingdom. 
The north wiud of California is a paradoxi­ 
cal natural phenomena. 
It bears with it the 
blasting influences of an atmosphere from the 
heated sands of a tropical desert, or of air 
escaping from the chimneys of a red-hot fur* 
aace, but in fact it comes from the direction 
of sternal snow fields and everlasting ice­ 
bergs, and passes over an intervening country 
of 
perennial 
rains, 
covered 
with dense 
and 
almost 
boundless 
forests. 
It 
i? 
the unsolved enigma in aerological science. 
Theorists have a-serted that it c >mes from 
the desert east of the Sierra mountains, but 
facts are wanting to substantiate this theory. 
Others assert that the north wind is simply the 
effect ef a deficiency of air in the southern 
portions of the State and a dense atmosphere 
in the northern portions, causing a ru*h of air 
from north to south to restore the natural 
equilibrium, and that the heated condition of 
the wind or air in mo'.ion depends on the 
condition of the country over which the wind 
passes. 
But some acknowledged facts seem 
to 
contradict, 
or, 
at 
least, 
raise 
a 
question 
ss 
to 
the 
correctness 
of 
this 
theory. 
One 
of 
these 
facts is 
that some times a north wind of three 
or four days 
is cold 
at the beginning 
and becomes warm before its close, and vice 
versa, while the lands or soils over which it 
blows and to which this theory attributes its 
condition of heat or the want of it, remain 
unchanged, or if changed at all seem to 
become warmer or colder by contact and ab­ 
sorption from the passing winds. 
Iu other 
words, the wind gives to tho country over 
which it passes its temperature, rather than 
taking its own temperature from the coun­ 
try. 
Another fact universally observed is 
that, as a rule, when a wa^ui north wind 
strikes the northern portion ^of the Sacra­ 
mento valley it has a higher temperature 
and has a more damaging ii fluence on vege­ 
tation than the same wina has after it has 
reached the central and southern portions of 
the State. 
The same fact is observed in the 
■mall valleys of the foothills of the Sierra 
and Coast Kange mountains. ’•No portion of 
the Sacramento valley puffers more from the 
heating and blasting characteristic* of the 
north wind than the plains of Colusa and 
northern Yolo ; and the northern extremities 
of Capay and other small valleys in Y o’o 
county, and of Napa valley, in Napa county, 
are more generally injuriously affected by 
the biastiDg effects of the north wind than 
are the southern portions of these valleys. 
The same is true of the smaller ülleys of the 
Sierras. 
Whatever the north wind i?, or wherever it 
comes from—whether from the deserts of the 
center 
the continent, climbing the snow­ 
capped Sierras, or from the Faeific ocean, 
leaping over the coast range, fringed with 
evergreen forests—one thing is certain, that 
it is the most damaging feature of the Pacific 
coast climate to the Pacific coast agriculture. 
It is the ever-present menace and the con­ 
stant dread of every class of farmers in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The wheat crop is liable to be in­ 
jured by it from the day its new and tender 
blades make the fields green in the fall, to the 
time its golden berry is in the sack and care­ 
fully stowed away within the wind-stayii g 
and sun-protecting walls of the warehouse. 
The butter and coeese product of the State 
depends more upon the prevalence or non- 
.existence of the north winds than upon the 
amount of rains that have fallen during 
tbe 
continuance of 
the 
rainy season. 
The fruit crops of all kinds are at all times 
liable to the scorching, baking and poisonous 
blasts of the north winds, and are never safe 
from its menace till severed from all connec­ 
tion with the soil by being picked from the 
vine or tree. 
The most damaging influence 
the north wind seems to have upon crops of 
all kinds is undoubtedly caused by its rapid 
absorption of moisture from the soil. 
Its 
thirst for and consumption of water is bound­ 
ed only b j the period of its continuance. 
It 
sucks moisture from every living thing that 
it touches and goes away with its thirst seem­ 
ingly unabated. 
It opens up every pore or 
cjpillary artery of the earth and pumps the 
moisture to the surface, from which it licks 
it up with a force and rapidity simply aston- 
ishiDg. 
But the absorption of moisture is 
not the only way in which the north wind 
iojares or destroys vegetation 
There seems 
to be an actual poisoning influence accom- 
pauyiug the north winds of the summer sea­ 
son iu this State. 
Its very touch seems 
poisonous. 
We have seen heads of wheat 
blasted 
on 
the 
north 
side 
and 
the 
kernels 
entirely 
lacking 
or 
shrunken 
and 
shriveled 
on 
the 
side 
in imme­ 
diate contact with the wind, while the 
kernels on the south side of the head or 
ear would be comparatively perfect. 
The 
same of fruit. 
The fruit on the north side 
of the tree was ruinod, or nearly so, while 
that on the south side was comparatively 
uninjured. 
And the same way with individ­ 
ual specimens of fruit, tbe north side of an 
apple or pear or peach or other fruit turning 
black and drying up, while the south side 
withstood the kiiiiDg influence. 
The north wind seems to be not only a dis­ 
turbance of the atmosphere, but it seems al­ 
ways to be accompanied with a greater or 
less electrical disturbance. 
This fact has not 
escaped the notice of the most caieless ob­ 
server. 
What this disturbance Í3 or how 
caused seems as yet almost as much a puzzle 
to science as the north wind itself. 
But one 
thing seems quite evident: that the electrical 
condition during the north wind is, so far as the 
earth and its products are concerned, a neg­ 
ative one ; or. in other words, during that time 
electricity escapes from the section in which 
the wind prevails. 
The fact of this electrical 
disturbance BUgge*ts the question whether 
electricity may not have something to do with 
the origin of, or may act be to some extent 
the cause of, the peculiar north winds of this 
coast. 
The suldennesa with which they 
sometimes come upon us seems hardly ex­ 
plainable upon the theory of a gradual oc- 
currance of a rarity of air in one section, and 
a gradual accumulati n of air or a density of 
atmosphere in another section. 
These winds 
sometimes commence with a gust almost as 
sudden as tbe explosion of gunpowder or a 
clap of thunder. 
The latter is the effect of 
an electrical die .urbance and a sudden change 
of the electrical condition, and is frequently 
followed very suddenly by a fall of raiu 
and change of temperature. 
It is true 
our hot summer north wind*, and indeed 
most of onr north winds, occur with a clear 
sky, but they are as surely accompanied by 
electrical disturbances as are the thunder­ 
storms of this or other sections of the earth. 
However the deleterious effect of the north 
winds on vegetation may be brought about, 
it is certain that the most sure and effectual 
preventive of the damage is moi-ture in 
the eoil. 
Hence it is that in the moist 
soils, or in soils well pulverized and planted 
in good condition the damage is compara­ 
tively light 
T ü u b in soils that have been well 
pulverized by eutnmer-fall' wine, the grain 
or other products are still but little injured, 
notwithstanding 
the long continued and 
heated character of the northe- that from 
the 
5 th 
to 
the 10 :h of 
the present 
month prevailed nearly all over the State. 
Irrigation and good cultivation are the best 
preventive of injury from north 
winds, 
and south moist wind* are the beat remedy 
or curative for this injury. 
With an irri­ 
g a ted agri.uUure we would be able to defy 
the nortn winds and secure good crops not­ 
withstanding them. 
We believe that wc 
could alto in a measure prevent tbe most in­ 
jurious characteristics of north winds by a 


general system of irrigation over the State, 
We may iu a degree produce the same results 
by a m ore general system of good cultivation. 


The D a n g e rs o f a L a te S eason. 
The present season is about three weeks 
late on the entire Pacific Coast. 
Fr *m this 
lateness of the season arises many dangers 
and 
disadvantages 
to 
our agricultural 
industries. 
The menace to our wheat crop is 
increased many fold from this lateness of the 
season. 
If our wheat had been in its present 
conoition or stage of advancement towards 
maturity on the 15th of April the prospect of 
a good crop would have been real and al most 
«’ertain, instead of only apparent or deceptive. 
The lateness of the season has not generally 
enough been taken into consideration by those 
who have figured upon and published the crop 
prospects of the season. The farmers them- 
s*-lvt;a have all been deceived, and we fear 
that many of them have been led into out­ 
lays and projects of improvements that the 
real situation did not warrant, and the out- 
c••me will not meet. 
If this be the case, those 
who have been placed in a false position will 
do Wr 11 to 
face the 
fact and provide 
against emergencies 
as 
soon 
as possi­ 
ble. 
They 
will 
do 
well 
also 
to 
guard against a repetition of a like mistake 
iu the future. 
It is better ip all seasons to 
co n c e n tra te iff >rts and cultivate a less area 
* f land, and cultivate this better, and thus 
gu&id against crop failures and their con­ 
sequences. The loss of a crop on a sniill 
field does not hurt as does the hiss of a 
crop on a large field, and when only a part 
of a farm is in wheat the balance is most 
likeiy to be cultivated in something else 
that will bring a success and thus help 
to make up for the Iosb. 
The only hope for 
a fair harvest, even from the summer-fallowed 
grain, now is, ’hat tbe damp southern winds 
will atxcceed to the north dry winds that have 
prevailed this season so far to an unusual ex­ 
tent. 
It is time fur the char ge, and if our 
orops were three weeks earlier we might 
reasonably ex p e ct a good crop the State over. 
The lateness ol the season is also a damper 
to tiie best changes for a profitable sea­ 
son 
for 
the 
fruit-growers 
and 
ship­ 
pers, 
which 
perhaps 
they 
have 
not 
taken into account sufficiently. 
Our fruit 
and grape crop is valuable for Eastern ship­ 
ment in a green state, greatly because of its 
generally beiBg laid down in the Eastern 
markets from two to three weeks earlier than 
the Eastern crops of the saíne kinds of fruit 
ripeo. 
It ia doubtful now if we secure this 
advantage this season, as cur crops arc this 
much later than common. 
Unless tbe Eist- 
ern crops are also late, or unless they are cut 
off by unexpected cold weather, we f-hall have 
to forego Eastern shipments of green fruits and 
depend for our profits on canning aud drying. 
That our fruit growers may not experience a 
similar embarrassment from over estimates of 
profi’s, it may be well for them to inquire 
inte this matter pretty closely. 
Our im- 
piession is that the Eastern fruit is rather 
earlier than later than common at this time 
of the year; but cool, bad weather may 
change all this there, though our fruit canno 
be brought forward except at the danger of 
injuring it.

H u rry in g Up th e F ru it. 
It is the opinion of some orchardists that 
the spraying of their fruit trees and fruit with 
a solution of whale-oil soap and sulphur is 
having the effect to make the fruit grow more 
rapidly, and that it may cause it to ripen 
earlier. 
If this be a fact, it may be a 
valuable 
discovery 
to 
California 
fruit­ 
growers. 
One great advantage of California 
fruit growing over fruit growing on tbe At­ 
lantic slope is owing to the fact of the 
earlier ripening of the California fruit. 
This differeuce in the time of ripening gives 
us the monopoly of the Eastern market for 
a period equal to th a difference. 
Now if we 
can bring forward our fruit by the applica­ 
tion of this solution to our trees we may this 
season make up to some extent for the na­ 
tural lateness of the season here, and in 
the future may prolong the season of Eastern 
profitable shipment of green 
fruit East. 
We hope fruit-growers will try the experi­ 
ment and settle this new question. 
The ap­ 
plication will most assuredly pay in the 
indemnity it will secure for the fruit against 
insect pests and fuugcs growths in the »hape 
of mildew, both on trees, vines and fruit. 


RAISING 
POULTRY 
FOR 
PROFIT. 


For a given amount of capital invested 
there is more profit in poultry when rightly 
managed than in anything else on the farm. 
It is well known, however, that small flocks 
pay a greater proportional return than 
larger ones. 
This is partly because small 
flocks receive more care and attention, and 
partly because fowls w ill not thrive when 
kept together in large numbers. 
In ven­ 
turing into the poultry business beginners 
should understand that if it is intended to 
keep the iowls in large flocks, even when 
well attended, bountifully fed and the full 
range of the farm given, success cannot be 
assured. 
This experiment has been tried 
over and over again, and to day there is 
but one farm in the United States devoted 
to poultry in large numbers, and that one 
is conducted on a different plan from that 
to which farmers are accustomed. 
Poultry raising should be encouraged. 
It can be so managed as to give light em­ 
ployment to females and to children, and is 
within the reach of those with limited 
means. 
Long before Americans discovered 
that there was a great secret in poultry 
raising, the French put iu operation a 
method that enables them to ship eggs to 
England, Germany and Austria, as well as 
to supply a large demand at home. 
It is 
often remarked that the French are the 
most successful poulterers in the world, 
but we can do all they can do in the mat* 
1 er, and mors, too, for they have no home- 
raised Indian corn to assist them. 
They 
divide their fowls into flocks of not more 
than one dozen. 
Each flock has a small 
fowl-house, 10x10 feet, and a yard of about 
100 feet deep, divided in the middle. 
The 
houses stand separately in the center of 
the yards, which are 110 feet wide. 
Each 
house thus lias a 50x30 feet yard in front, 
and the saíne in the rear. 
An acre of 
ground will allow 14 of these houses and 
yards. 
The 14 yards, with one dozen 
fowls each, will accommodate 108 fowls. 
This is a large number for an acre of 
ground, but they are kept healthy by 
changing them frequently from one vacant 
yard to another. 
The partition fences are 
built very cheaply, sometimes of wire aud 
again of lath. 
To make 
this system 
plainer to the reader, it should be known 
that two flocks of fowls are never in ad­ 
joining yards, as perfect seclusion from 
other flocks must be enjoyed by each of the 
small flocks. 
Thus, while one flock ia run­ 
ning in the yard at the front of its house, 
the adjoining yards on the left and right 
are empty, as the next lot of fowls will be 
running iu the rear of their quarters ; or to 
illustrate by means of a checker-board, the 
dark spaces representing the occupied yards 
and the white spaces the vacant ones. 
As 
soon as the fowls are placed in one of the 
yards (tbe front one, for instance), the rear 
one is spaded up and seeded to grass, oats, 
rye, quick-growrag vegetables having good 
large tops, or anything else that will afford 
plenty oí green food. 
When a fair growth 
h&8 been secured the fowls are turned into 
the rear yard, and the front one is in turn 
spaded up and seeded down. 
The frequent 
spading of the ground not only keeps the 
yards iresh and clean, but their fertility is 
greatly increased by the rich droppings of 
the fowls. 
There ia another important matter con­ 
nected with the French system of poultry 
raising—they are peculiar in regard to 
breeds. 
U nlike the American farmer, any 
and every sort of fowl will not do for 
them. 
They are partial to the non-setters, 
and believe eggs to be more profitable than 
chicks, although some are beginning to 
alter their opinions in this respect. 
They 
have demonstrated one fact in poultry 
raising, which has been verified by Eng­ 
lishmen and Americans, and that is that an 
acre of ground will support nearly 200 
hens. 
W ith a margin of $1 profit on each 
hen, which is not by any means a large 
estimate, the reader can calculate for him­ 
self the advantage of this kind of poultry 
raising. 
But to do as the French do there must 
be some person willing to give all ins time 
to the care of the hens. 
It will not do t » 
attend to the horses, cows and pigs an I 
give an occasional look at the poultry. 
S me particular person m ast have the care 
of them, to see that they are fed regularly ; 
that plenty of fresh, clean water is kept 
within their reach all the time ; that 
ground or broken oyster shells, gravel, a 
little box of eulphar, charcoal aud bones or 
scraps of meat ii given liberally.

FEES, SALARIES AND MILEAGE. 
The Illegal Pay of State Prison Directors 
Under Review. 
The following it the full text of the able 
and exhaustive brief ot the Attorney-General 
filed in the case of the People vs. A. H. Chap­ 
man, involving the constitutionality of the 
Act giving the State Prison Directors $100 
per month and mileage fees: 
appellant's brief. 
In the Supreme Court of the State of Cali­ 
fornia.—The People, appellant, vi/A . H. 
Chapman, respondent. — The defendant in 
this case it a member of the State Board of 
Prison Directors fsr the State of California. 
Under the Act entitled “ An Act to define, 
regulate and govern the State Prison of Cali­ 
fornia," approved April 15, 18S0, the defend­ 
ant received and appropriated the sum of 
$*2,723 40, as mileage, claimed to be his 
reasonable traveling expenses as such Di­ 
rector. He also received the further sum of 
$885 75, paid to him as such Director, under 
an Act of the Legislature, entitled “ An Act 
to amend Sections 11, 17, 18 and 20, and to 
repeal Section 30” of the aforesaid Act, ap­ 
proved March 14, 1881. This latter sum was 
also received and appropriated as reasonable 
traveling expenses of saiJ defendant as such 
Director. 
At the trial plaintiff offered to prove that 
under the former Act ¡he n penses uf the de­ 
fendant did not exceed $200, and that under 
the latter Act the said expenses did not ex­ 
ceed $200. This being true, the defendant 
has received under said Acts of the Legisla­ 
ture the sum of $3,209 18 in excess of his 
actual expenses. The Court sustained an ob­ 
jection to the offer thus made by the plaintiff, 
to which ruling an exception was taken. 
Judgment was rendered for the defendant, 
and this appeal is prosecuted for the same. 
I. Section 4 of Article X of the Constitu­ 
tion provides : “ The members of the Board 
shall receive no compensation other than 
reasonable traveling expenses incurred while 
engaged in the performance of official duties, 
V» be audited as the Legislature may direct.” 
The language used íd this provision is plain 
and unambiguous. The amounts which the 
Directors may receive are expressly limited 
to “ expenses incurred while engaged in the 
performance of official duties.” The word 
“ expenses,” as used in the section, can have 
but one meaning, particularly when con­ 
strued in connection with the words “ in­ 
curred while engaged in the performance of 
official duties,” immediately following it, and 
qualifying and limiting its meaning. 
Expense means that which is expended, 
laid out, or consumed. Rendered in view of 
the definition of that term, the section means 
that the Director» shall receive nothing other 
than the amounts which they have expended, 
laid out, or consumed while in the perform­ 
ance of their official duties. The term “ ex­ 
pense” was used with a view of distinguish­ 
ing the araounta^to be charged and received 
from salaries. Construing the word to mean 
“ salaries,” and the section becomes ridicu­ 
lous ; thus construed, the section wculd 
authorize the Directors to receive “ traveling 
and other salari¿s incurred while engaged in 
the performance of official duties.” 
The amounts to be allowed to the Directors 
must therefore be limited to expenses, and 
those expenses must be reasonable. Using 
the term “ reasonable ” as a basis, counsel for 
defendant in the lower Court sought to show 
that the word “ expenses,” as used in the 
Constitution, did not mean “ actual ex­ 
penses.” If not actual, it must mean im­ 
aginary expen«e*r<; and hence the construc­ 
tion would be, that the Directors are entitled 
to their reasonable imaginary expenses ic- 
curred while in the performance of their 
official duties. This being true, to what ex­ 
tent may the imagination be exercised with­ 
out violating the provi»ion of the Constitu­ 
tion ? The term itself necessarily imports 
«penses that are actual, and the word “ rea­ 
sonable ” must be construed to limit rather 
than expand the meaning of the sentence. 
The demand must be for a reimbursement of 
expenses, and under the constitutional pro­ 
vision the Legislature may limit those ex­ 
penses to a reasonable amount. 
By this provision of the Constitution it is 
provided that these “ expenses ” are “ tobe 
audited as the Legislature may direct.” The 
S 
owers of the Legislature are, by the section, 
mited to the providing of a system by which 
“ expenses” may be audited. Under the 
pretense of directing the method of auditiog 
expenses, it is not competent for the Legisla­ 
ture to defeat the declared will of the people 
by providing a salary or compensation other 
than expenses for the Directors ot the State 
Prison, and it remains only to be seen whether 
the several Acta of the Legislature under 
which the said money was received by the 
defendant provided such a system of auditing 
expenses as is contemplated by the Constitu­ 
tion. 
. 
The Act of 1830 provides : “ The Directors 
shall receive no salary or compensation for 
their services, but shall be paid for traveling 
and other expenses while engaged in the dis­ 
charge of their duties, twenty cents per mile 
for the number of miles actually traveled.” 
(Statutes 1880, p. 70, Sec. 17 ) 
The statute of 1831 provides: “ The Di­ 
rectors shall receive no compensation other 
than ten cents per mile for traveling ex­ 
penses, and §100 per month for other expenses 
incurred while engaged in the performance of 
official duties.” (Statutes 1881, p. SO, Sec. 17-) 
It is submitted that neither of the above 
provisions directs the method of auditing the 
“ expenses” of the Directors, but that, on 
the contrary, the former provides a system of 
fees, in the form of mileage, to be pai 1 with­ 
out reference to the amount of expenses in­ 
curred, while the latter provides for fees and 
a salary. The $100 per month, mentioned in 
the Act of 1831, must be paid to each Direc­ 
tor whether he performs any service or incurs 
any expense or not. 
If we were to concede that, under the pre­ 
tense of directing the ni6thod of auditing the 
expends, the Legislature might make the 
provisions above quoted, why might not that 
body, in advance of any expense incurred, 
“audit” the same at the rate of $20 per mile 
or $1,000, or both ; with such a concession, 
where would be the limit of the legislative 
power ? The provision of the Constitution 
was adopted with a view of placing a limit 
upon the power of the Legislature—of pre­ 
venting and prohibiting that body from 
authorizing a salary or compensation other 
than expenses to be drawn by the Directors, 
and the construction adopted by the Legis­ 
lature, and here contended for by defendant, 
would utterly and practically defeat that lim­ 
itación. 
The word “ audit” means to examine and 
adjust, to settle and adjust an account— 
(Webster’s Dictionary, Unabridged.] The 
r 
ower of the Legislature is therefore limited 
y the words of the Constitution to directing 
the method in which, and providing the 
tribunal by which, the accounts for reason­ 
able expends of the Directors shall be ex­ 
amined. settled and adjusted. This is the 
effect of the plain words of the Constitution. 
Under a proper system of auditing the 
actual expenses of the several Directors would 
be made to appear of record in the proper 
department of the State ; but under the pro­ 
visions of the above statutes the amount of 
their actual expenses must remain forever 
unknown, because no proper method of ascer­ 
tainment has been directed by the L agisla- 
ture. Accuracy in accounts is one of the 
first requisites of economic government, and 
in providing for an “ auditing” of accounts 
the Constitution had that principle in view. 
If the mileage and salary did not equal the 
amount of reasonable expenses ot the Direct­ 
ors, or if that mileage and salary exceeded 
that amount, the provision of the Constitu­ 
tion was violated, and the only appropriate 
method by which the amount of those ex­ 
penses could be ascertained, in order that 
they might be compared with the salary and 
mileage, would be the system of auditing re­ 
quired by the Constitution. 
Under the system which the Legislature 
has undertaken to pr vide, no Inquiry into 
the amount of actual expenses is authorized, 
the duty of the Boards required to pass upon 
the several claims being Einiply and only to 
ascertain the number of miles traveled and 
the number of months served. 
Instead, 
therefore, of auditing expenses, the said 
Board audited mile3 and mileage, months 
and salary. 
This direct and plain provision of the Con­ 
stitution cannot be evaded by calling mileage 
and monthly salaries “ expenses.” “ The 
Constitution deals with substance, not shad­ 
ows. The inhibition was leveled at the thing, 
not the name. * * * If the inhibition can 
be evaded by the form of the enactment, i*s 
insertion in the fundamental law was a v,*in 
and futile proceeding.” (Cummings vs. Mis­ 
souri, 4 Wall. 325.) 
It results that under no circumstances can 
the defendant be permitted to receive more 
than his actual expenses, and that the Legis­ 
lature cannot authorize him to receive any­ 
thing in excess of that amount. It also results 
that the Acts of 13S0 and 1831 are unconsti­ 
tutional aud void. 
II. The right of the defendant to receive 
any compensation whatever depends upon 
legislation providing a system of auditing, 
and, in the absence of provision directing the 
method of auditing as rtquired by Section 4 
of Article X, of the Constitution, no com­ 
pensation whatever can be paid. That sec­ 
tion of the Constitution is not self-executing. 


“ Although all the provision» of the Consti­ 
tution are to be regarded as mandatory, there 
are some which, from the nature of the case, 
are as incapable of compulsory enforcement 
as are directory provisions in general. The 
reason is, that while the purpose may be to 
establish rights or to impuse duties, they do 
not in and of themselves constitute a suffi­ 
cient rule by means of which such right may 
be protected, or such duty enforced. In such 
cases, before the constitutional provision can 
be made effectual, supplemental legislation 
must be had ; and the provision is in its 
nature mandat iry to the Legislature to enact 
the needed legislation, though back of it there 
lies no authority to enforce the command. 
* * * Illustrations may be found in con­ 
stitutional provisions requiring the Legislature 
to provide by law uniform and just rules for 
the assessment and collection of taxes. These 
must lie dormant until the legislation is had.” 
(Cooley’s Constitutional Limitations, 4th ed., 
pp. 99. 100.) 
. 
. 
. 
The provision under consideration is clearly 
one which requires legislation to enforce it. 
The expenses to which Directors are entitled 
are “ to be audited as the legislature may 
direct.” In no other manner, therefore, can 
those expense be andited, and until the Leg­ 
islature, in conformity with the requirements 
of the Constitution, does direct the method 
of auditing those demands, they cannot be 
audited at all. To undertake the auditing of 
such accounts without appropriate legislation 
would be to undertake to audit them not as 
directed by the legislature, but &b directed 
by the judgment of the auditing Board. 
Such a proceeding would plainly be in viola­ 
tion of the Comtitution. If these views be 
correct, the defendant was not authorized to 
receive any of the money for which this 
action was instituted. 
III. The plaintiff has the right to recover 
back money paid to an officer, out of the 
State Treasury, under an uno nstitution 1 
Act of the Legislature. In such cases, the 
officer who pays the money and the person 
who receives it are mere trespassers upon the 
public treasury. The person who receives 
the money under a void Act of the L°gLla- 
ture must be conclusively presumed to know 
that the officer making the payment is acting 
in excess of his authority. The act of the 
officer is not the act of his principal, the 
S&te, because it is not within the scope of 
his authority. The powers of the officer are 
measured by the law, of which he and all 
others must take notice. The fundamental 
law, with its limitations upon the exercise of 
legislative, judicial and executive power, 
notifies all the world of those things which 
are in coufltct with its commands and pro­ 
hibitions. When, therefore, the Legislature, 
acting in excess of its power under the Con­ 
stitution, attempts to authorize the improper 
disbursement of the public funds, those who 
receive money from officers under such void 
enactment, take it with the knowledge that 
such taking is prohibited by the Constitu­ 
tion, that such enactment is unconstitutional, 
that such officer is acting in excess of his 
authority, and that in so taking said money, 
he and the officer are improperly taking the 
money of the jState without its consent ex­ 
pressed through the Legislature. This prop­ 
osition necessarily follows the maxim that 
“ every mau is presumed to know the law.” 
“ Wnere a statute is adjudged to be uncon­ 
stitutional, it is as if it had never been. Rights 
cannot be built up under i t ; contracts which 
depend upon it for their consideration are 
void ; it constitutes a protection to no one 
who has acted under it, and no one can be 
punished for having refused obedience to it 
before the decision was made ; and what is 
true of an Act void in toto is true also as to 
aDy part of an Act which is found to be un­ 
constitutional, and which, consequently, is to 
be regarded as having never, at any time, 
been possessed of any legal force.” (Cooley’s 
Constitutional Limitations, 4th ed., 227.) 
“ No question in law is better settled—and 
this is admitted by the counsel for the appel­ 
lant in their brief—than that ministerial offi­ 
cers and other persons are liable for acts done 
under an Act of the Legislature which is un­ 
constitutional and void. All persons are pre­ 
sumed to know the law, and if they act 
under an unconstitutional Act of the 
Legislature, they do so at their peril, and 
must take the consequences.” (Sumner et al. 
vs. Beeler, 50 Ind. 311; Astrom vs. Ham­ 
mond, 3 Moldean, 107 ; Detroit vs. Martin, 
34 Mich. 170 ; Hoover vs. Barkahoof, 44 N. 
Y. 113; Clark vs. Miller, 54 N. Y. 528; 
Meaghen vs. Story, 5 Nev. 244 ; Woolsey vs. 
Commercial Bauk, 6 McLean, 142.) 
The rule here announced, with the right to 
recover in cases like the present, has been an­ 
nounced by many of the Courts of highest 
authority in this country. The cases in 
which a different doctrine has been held, upon 
examination will be found to have been the 
result of a confusion of the principles of the 
American Constitutions with those of the 
English Constitution. 
The term “ unconstitutional law,” in 
American jurisprudence is a misnomer, and 
implies a contradiction. 
Says Smith, J., in Eaton vs Boston, Con­ 
cord and Montreal Railroad, 12 Am. R. 157 : 
“ The error in question originates in a ‘fal­ 
lacy of reference.’ It arises from following 
English authorities without adverting to the 
immense -differences between the practically 
omnipotent powers of the British Parliament, 
and the comparatively limited powers of our 
State Legislatures, acting under the restric­ 
tions of written Constitutions. Parliament 
is the supreme power of the realm. 
It is at once a Legislature and a 
Constitutional Convention. * * * Parlia­ 
ment can do everything that is not naturally 
impossible ; and what it does no power on 
earth can undo. A State Legislature on the 
other hand is powerless when it attempts to 
pass the limits prescribed by the Constitution. 
* * * In this country, when it appears 
that the Legislature have gone through the 
form of enacting a statute purporting to au­ 
thorize the Act complained of, the further 
inquiry remains whether the Legislature had 
the constitutional power to piss such a stat­ 
ute. If they had not, then their enactment 
is not ‘ law ’ and can afford no justification.” 
The payment in this instance could not be 
said to be a voluntary payment made by the 
State, unless made by an officer acting within 
the scope of his authority, and no one could 
be authorized to make such a payment except 
after the demand had been audited as com­ 
manded by the Constitution. Respectfully 
submitted.

Jumbo Divides Excitement with Fashionable Weddings- 
Tbe May Musical Festival-Madame Materna, Wagner’s 
Brunuhilde-The World of Fashion, and What it is 
D ing-The Prospective Hegira and Utility Costumes- 
Hints in Reference to Costumes and Head-gear. 


N ew Y ork, May 6, 1882. 
MESSRS. W EIN8TOCK 4 LUBIN, 
G entlemen : 
After the departure of Jumbo and tbo wonderful performing elephants and 
other remarkable trick beaste of Barnnm’g Cirous, and after the celebration of 
the last wedding, made exciting by the elegance of ita appointments and the 
number of gueste invited to attend, in expectation of which the gossips and the 
pleaaure-seekera of New York had been on tiptoe for weeks, society settled 
down to take a breathing spell in advance of the May Musical Festival. We 
are now in tha midst of this, and it is the main subject of general interest; and 
carried out according to the programme, aud under the admirable management 
of Theodore Thomas, it will be an event to be remembered, not only in the 
mnaical history of New York, but of our entire country. Too mnch gratitude 
for the desire to improve the musical taste of our people cannot be rendered 
Mr. Thomas. In this he haB been persistent, and success of marveleua character 
is crowning hie efforts. For several years we have been accustomed to the pnre, 
clear eoprano of Mme. Gereter, and the rich, mellow teDor of Campaniui’s voice 
is pleasantly familiar to our ears ; much curiosity is now exhibited in regard to 
Madame Materna, whose full deep alto called forth from Wagner, in considera­ 
tion of his “ King of the Niebellnngen,” the exclamation: “ Thank God, I 
have at last found my Brunnhilde !’• And ao from grave to gay, wage on our 
world in New York ; from sensation to sensation moves on the aocial and the 
moral universe—each playing his part for good or for evil, it may be, as circum­ 
stances impel or as temptation may direct; but it is Dot to diacusa questions in 
ethics that our pen has been taken up. 


In the worll of fashion, as far at least as controlled by the mode, tho long 
continuance of cool weather has done mnch toward retarding preparations for 
the warmer season. But knowing that sooner or later the hegira mnst come, 
and that all New York will be astir to get out of the furnace-like heat of the 
city, modistes and manufacturers have been self-advised, and in their produc­ 
tions are making ready for the event. The greatest activity is now visible in 
the manufacture of costumes suited for the general purposes of ordinary street 
wear, traveling and cool days, and places in the country. The materials in 
favorite requisition for the purpose are the woolens of light weight, 
including the flannels, the cheviot clothe, light camel’s-hair tissues and other 
stuffs of the kind. The greater number of these costumes are of plain color ; 
though checked fabrics are alBO in demand, and the taste for the fanciful en­ 
courages the incorporation of fancy materials. Very neat and tasteful traveling 
and mountain costumes are of the plain cheviots, flannels and checked cloths, 
made up in a simple kilted skirt, the plaits of the kilting from one and a half to 
two inchee wide, with narrow bouffant drapery over the hack, and a deep caea- 
quin, or jacket ¡waist, closing np in military style, with cord loops and frog 
buttens. W ith this finish tho waist is necessarily single-breasted; a narrow 
reversed collar trime the neck, and deep reversed cuffs, garnished with cord and 
buttons, ornament the sleeves. When fancy stuffs enter into the costumes, 
more elaboration in style ia generally Been. Tasteful costumes, incorporating 
plaided or striped goods with the plain or the checked, have ono deep double­ 
box-plaited H junce or several narrower fliunces, or the skirt, surmounted by 
drapery of many upward folds which describes a carve, is laid bias or square 
across the front, and is lost under a bouffant arrangement on the hack, this 
being in curved looping or in a square curtain. The waist in some models is 
the deep caeaquin above alluded to, or it is of coat style, the front quite short, 
and the back deepening down in the swallow-tail fashion, and finished with 
buttons. Or the waist ia a fanciful br.Eqne, pointed in front, with panniers 
shirred on, and the back garnished with a great puff ; or it is a double breasted 
coat, finished with the Robespierre collar and cuffs. The cloth utility costume 
is now a necessity in every well-appointed wardrobe ; and it matters not what 
dress is dispensed with, this, with judicious fashioniste, is a sine qua non. The 
adjustable pelerine, or Bhoulder cape, supplements many of the most attractive 
of the costumes in question ; and it is well, at any rate, to have the pelerine cape, 
as it is light, convenient and graceful in effect, and serves iu the place of a more 
cumbrous and expensive wrap—should a wrap be desired or needed. Tile fash­ 
ionable pelerine cape ie of the simplest construction possible. It is a mere 
straight piece of the required depth, cut across a full breadth of goods of double 
fold, or made as full as necessary, and gathered or shirred to fit the sire of the 
neck. It is finished with a narrow-reverse collar, or with a binding, and this is 
slipped under the collar attached to the waist of the dress. 
The general ideas noticed ae controlling in the make of utility costumes, pre­ 
vail also in silk costumes intended for street wear and ordinary service. Greater 
elaboration characterizes dresses intended for ceremonious toilets. Very elegant 
silk costumes sent out from Paris have a double box-plaited flounce around the 
foot; and on the front, which is cut of sufficient depth, thia plaiting is carried 
up and forme three, four or five sagging puff)—the puffs in some models describ­ 
ing a succession of curve», and in others a point down the line of the center. 
The puffs in some instances overhang kilt plaiting or embroidered 0 .uncing ; 
and when the dress ia of evening color, fl mncing of Oriental lace cf the Bilk- 
wrought dentelle known as Barcelona lace of Spanish lace, or of eome other one 
of the novelty laces, substitutes the plaitings. The waist is most frequently the 
pointed barque, with panniers attached and a fanciful back : or tho fanciful is 
eome wise has part in the style. 
The nun’s veilings, albatross cloth, and the woolen muslins generally, and the 
foulards, are made up similarly to the heavy Bilks, with mnch use made of tho 
fashionable laces in trimming. The tinted and the white diaphanons woolen 
muslins, made after the etyles understood, trimmed with lace and garnished 
with ribbons, are as exquisitely refined in effect as the most fastidious taste 
could demand. But of these costumes we eliall have much to say in letters yet 
to come, and we shall have mnch to say, b Ibo, about the beautiful and cloud­ 
like creations in white aud twilled I renoh mulls. Suffice it, at the present, 
that in some of the mull costumes there is a return to the simplicity which ruled 
in dieiamaking a quarter of a century ago. Recent models in white French 
mull have the fall ungored skirt tacked from the foot to tho waist, the round 
waist gathered to a belt and shirred to fit the shoulders, and puffed 
demi-long sleeves, sblred to fit the elbow. One or two lace flmnces trim the 
sleeves, and lacs trims the neck ; a sash of wide watered or^faille ribbon girdles 
the waist and forms deep loops and short ends, either on the back or on one side 
of the front ; and bows of ribbon garnish the sleeves and clasp the r.eck at the 
throat. The tucks in the skirt of the model in mind are seven inches deep, divi­ 
ded by spacea one inch deep, aDd generally the tucks are from four to aix 
¡Dches deep. 
Mr. Lubin was wise in the selection of ehapes in bonnets and hate; while 
he must not forget to impress upon bis fair patrons the fact that large, pictor- 
eique hats rnle the mode, certain of the moit elegant of the recent models have 
the crown ripped out and a crown of velvet substituted for the straw crown ; 
and a late fancy in hats finds expression in crowns aud brims of different colore 


o r in different shades of the eame color. An illustrative model in Milan braid 
has the brim of a dark shade of blue and the crown of cadet blue. The brim ie 
faced with shirred blue crepe of self-tint, and the trimming is a monture of 
shaded blue feather?, with curling tips on (he right aide and several long full 
plumes on the left aide. Another no’ewortby hat of the brigacdeae shape ia in 
two shades of green—the brim dark and the crown in a much paler ahade. 
The brim is faced with velvet ar.d finia! e 1 with a finger-puff on the edge, and 
the trimming is a drapery-twist of velvet eustaining a long, full, double 
plume. But of hats and bonnets more anon. Our friends must not fail to 
remember that green is one of the most fashionable colors in both millinery and 
dressmaking, and that the preference now is, for all trimming purpose», I r 
green of a lively grasR tint or a vivid emerald tone. Green in velvet, faille, 
satin and crepe, faces and trims both bonnets and hats, and gre-n ic velvet, 
fsille ar.d «oft Bitin, drapes costume* of cream-white album re cloth, nnos v -■ 
ing and other of the woolen muslin*. We shall have more to say about the 
fanciful in threes in our next letter.
